Realty interests, after a vain attempt 
to have the ordinance, passed under 
Mayor Hylan and signed by him, re- 
pealed py the Municipal” Assembly 
have marshaled their forces behind the 
Thayer bill. Charges of graft and im- 
proper political pressure. behind the 
adoption of the ordinance by the Board 
of Aldermen, as well .as its enforce- 
ment, abounded in. thé . statements 
made by the real estate:men with a 
view to inducing the Governor to ap- 
prove the measure. 

All through their talks were echoed 
insinuations which long have been ‘cur- 
rent that the small citejeof promoters’ 
of the appliance Had political backing. 

“If we could subpoena the books. of 
the company and by that process find 
out who the stockholders are, I have 
no doubt that your Excellency would 
find himself compelled to sign this 
bill,” Isadore Berger, one of the 
spokesmen, said. 


Governor Changes Mind. 


It is known that the Governor, until 
recently at least,. has felt strongly 
tempted to approve the bill, in view of 
the unsavory reports that have.been 
in circulation in relation to the adop- 
tion of the ordinance and the way it 
is being enforced. 

Of late, however, weighty arguments 
have been made to convince the Execu- 
tive that approval of the Thayer bill 
might work mischief in other direc- 
tions which would more than offset 
the good effect it might have in cut- 
ting off graft. 

The belief tonight is that Governor 
Smith will veto.the bill, but he may 
do so with a demand ‘that the ordi- 
nance be repealed or at least modified. 
The real estate men left the Capitol 
believing that this was the most they 
could expect from the Governor. 

What prospect there is of action by 
the Municipal Assembly was not ap- 
parent at the hearing. It. is known that 
the revival of the gas cut-off charges 
has stirred Tammany greatly and that 
the possibility that the Thayer bill 
might become law has added to its 
excitement. 


City Officials in Opposition. 


The bill would shift to the Public 
Bervice Commission the power of regu- 
Jation over such safety appliances. 

Walter Caughlin; Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel, told the Governor that 
the Walker Administration “was un- 
alterably opposed’”’ to the Thayer bill. 
Other spokesmen for the city were 
John J. Dorman, Fire Commissioner, 


and Fire Chief John Kenlon. Chief 
Kenlon called the opposition of the 
realty interests’ ‘‘mean and sordid” 
and declared that they were placing 
dollars and cents in the balance 
against the lives of firemef who con- 
stantly were being endangered by 
escaping gas in fighting fires. 

William P. Capes, secretary of the 
Mayors’ conference,.also opposed the 
bill, which he said would usurp the 
home rule powers. of sixteen cities be- 
gides those of the City of New York. .

‘BIG BILL’ IS AMBITIOUS, TOO 


May Revive Presidentia! Aspira- 
tions—Corporation Counsel and 
Police Chief Collins Resign.

CHICAGO, ‘April 6.—William Hale 
Thompson, who won the Chicago May- 
oralty~ election yesterday and in his 
campaign. brought about harmony in 
the Cook County. Republican franks, 
grouping the Crowe-Thompson-Galpin, 
the Brundage and the Deneen forces 
under the one banner of “America 
first,” intends to play a stellar réle 
in the 1928 Republican National Con- 
vention and the Presidential campaign, 
his friends say. The Presidency it- 
self is not outside of his dreams, they 
declare. 

He was congratulated today by ‘*‘The 
American Party, 5 North La Salle 
Street, Chicago,” in a telegram which 
advised him that ‘‘you are the lggica! 
standard. bearer of American. prin- 
ciples in 1928" for the ‘*20,000,000 Amer- 
icans now being organized.’ 

Thompson has always been ambi- 
tious to shine nationally. While he 
was Mayor he was an unsuccessful 
candidate for the United States Sen- 
atorial nomination. In 1920 he com- 
manded a’Cook County faction of the 
State’s delegation in the National Con- 
vention when it was_no secret he had 
ambitions for the Presidential or Vice 
Presidential nomination. These ambi- 
tions have been fired anew by his 
success in the Mayoralty election. 

The immediate effect of the party 
coalition is to give to United States 
Senator Deneen command of as much 
of the State delegation in the 1928 
national convention as he can get. 
That means Cook County’s twenty 
delegates at least. The next result of 
that command and Thompson’s enmity 
for former Governor Frank O, Lowden 
will be dynamiting any hopes Lowden 
may have been entertaining of united 
support of the State delegation in the 
national ‘convention. 

Who will receive the Thompson- 
Deneen support in the 1928 national 
party convention is something unsafe 
for speculation at this time, 

Mayor-elect Thompson will take of- 
fice on Monday, April 18. Two days 
later, with a party of political cronies, 
he will embark for a cruise down the 
Mississippi River to New Orleans to 
recuperate from the hard work of the 


bitterly fought campaign. 

Mayor Dever is ready to retire and 
Corporation Counsel Francis X. Busch 
and Morgan A. Collins, Chief of Police, 
resigned late this afternoon. Mr. 
Busch will resume~the practice of 
law. Mr. Collins and Mr. Dever may 
become rivals in business, each in an 
-executive position with competing bond 
and mortgage houses.

CALM OVER THE DISASTER 


Commander Is Determined to Go 
Ahead With His Historic 
Air Voyage.

APACHE LODGE, Roosevelt Dam, 
Ariz.,. April 6.—The inter-continen- 
tal flight of Commander Francesco de 
Pinedo came to a disastrous end at 
12:05 today when the Santa Maria 
caught fire as the plane was being 
put under way preparatory to taking 
off for San Diego from Roosevelt 
Dam, 

A ‘thoughtless boy and a match 
caused the destruction of the big sea- 
plane after the aviator had flown it 
across the Atlantic Ocean; risked his 
life soaring over the wilds of South 
America and brought it. here against 
great odds in making hops: by inland 
waters.en route to the Pacific Coast. 

The match was.tossed on the oil 
coated surface of the lake about the 
plane after the youth lighted’a cigar- 
ette, and within a few minutes the ship 
on which de Pinedo had lavished such 
care was.a mass of flames. 

Commander de Pinedo tonight ‘stood 
on the banks of the huge mountain 
reservoir in a foreign. land, and gazing 
across the placid waters, which gave 
no sign of the disaster of a few hours 
before, said to The Associated Press 
that he intended to resume Bis inter- 
continent -flight just as quiekly: as he 
could arrange for a sister ship of: the 
destroyed Santa Maria to. be sent to 
the United States from his native Italy. 

Thanks the War Department. 

The statement was -aade after he 
had been told of Assistant Secretary 
of War Davison’s message that an 
American army airplane was at his 
disposal if he desired it. 

“I. appreciate very much the kind 
offer, for which I send my heartfelt 
thanks,”’ said Commander de Pinedo. 
“But I am waiting a few days for 
another similar plane to arrive in New 
York from Italy with which I expect 
to continue my program in the United 
States, 

“I am deeply touched by this proof 
of the friendship of the United States 
Government, and I beg you to inform 
your Government to accept my kindest 
regards.”’ 

Everything was in readiness for the 
departure of the commander on the 
Apache Lodge-San Diego leg of his 
journey when the Santa Maria burst 
into flames. The aviator wrs bidding 
good-bye to friends on the shore as 
the-match struck the oil coated water. 
A flash and it had communicated to 
the plane. As the ship burst into 
flames from stem to stern, Captain 
Del Prets and the ship's mechanic, 
Faechetti, jumped overboard.’ 

The oil had been spilled on the water 
in refueling the plane an‘ the fire be- 
came so intense there was no opportu- 
nity to reach th Santa Maria’s cabin 
to get fire extinguishers. Officials at 
Apache Lodge rushed extinguishers to 
the plane, but they arrived too late 
to be of any use. ‘ 

k > cargpengd De Pinedo was among 
the first to sense the danger as the 
lighted match struck and, rushing to 
the water’s edge, he watched the 
machine burn. An open manhole on 
the port side used as an entrance 
caused a draft that enveloped the en- 
tire machine in flames. 


Engines Sink to Lake’s Bottom. 


It was only a short time until the 
huge twin engines which had carried 
the craft.over its thousands of miles 
fell from their supports and dropped 
sixty feet to the bottom of the lake. 

Commander De Pinedo arrived at 
Roosevelt Lake at 10:14 this morning 
after a flight from the Elephant Butte

New 30-Story Theatre and Office Building 
To Rise on Site of Lyric, Sold for $2,500,000 





A thirty-story theatre and office 
building will be constructed within 
eighteen: months on the site of the 
present Lyric Theatre at 213 West 
Forty-second Street, it was announced 
last night. by Jacob and Joseph Op- 
penheimer, controllers of the Lyric 
Operating Company. They bought the 
old Lyric late yesterday afternoon 
from the S. & S. Lyric Company, con- 
trolled by E. E. Smathers, for $2,v00,- 
000. The new building will cost $5,000,- 
000 more. The purchase price set a 
value of $170 a square foot for the piot, 
which has a frontage of twenty feet 
on Forty-second Street, west of Sev- 
enth Avenue, and a frontage of 120 
feet on Forty-third Street. 

Jacob Oppenheimer said that six of 
the thirty floors of the new building 
would be used for a theatre seating 
1,700, to be devoted to large musical 
shows. The twenty-four upper. floors, 
built in a series of setbacks that will 
make a picturesque addition to the 
Times Square skyline, will be utilized 
for office space, 

‘The architectural features of the 
building will be made to harmonize 
with The New York Times Annex and 
Paramount Building, which it will tace 
on Forty-third Street,” Mr. Oppen- 
heimer said. ‘‘The construction will be 
of similar tan brick and limestone. 


“The entrance to the offices will be 
on the Forty-third Street side, while 
the theatre entrance will be on Forty- 
second Street. The theatre willbe de- 
signed in the new two-story plan, 
which eliminates the second balcony 
and compensates for this loss in seat- 
ing capacity by greatly increasing the 
size of the one balcony. The public 
seems definitely antagonistic to the 
second balcony.” 

Of the purchase price of the Lyric 
Theatre and its site, $750,000 was in 
cash and $1,750,000 in a first mortgage 
it was said. Demolition of the theatre, 
which at present houses the musical 
comeay, “‘The Ramblers,’’ will begin 
shortly. 

Jacob and Joseph Oppenheimer are 
the present lessees of the Lyric. They 
leased the building in 1924. This is the 
first venture of the Oppenheimers in 
theatre. building. They began their 
theatrical career in St. Louis in 1904 
with the management of a Summer 
garden at which many New York stars 
appeared, 

The Lyric Theatre was built by Regi- 
nald De Koven, the light opera com- 
poser, in 1903. It was one of the first 
large theatres in the Times Square 
district, The opening attraction was 
the musical production, De Koven’s 
“Red Feather’’ operetta.

Motor Company of Detroit are dndi- 
cated by the annual report filed today 
with the Massachusetts Commissioner 
of Corporations. 

The balance sheet ‘shows’ a profit 
and loss surplus at the close of 1926 
of $697,637,788, as compared with $622,- 
366,893 on Dec. 31, 1925. A feature of 
the report is a showing of $413,709,000 
of cash receivables and securities, as 
against $377,105,078 on Dec. 31, 1925. 

The balance sheet, dated Dec. 31, 
1926, as filed with Henry F. Long, 
Commissioner of Corporations, was 
brought here personally: from Detroit 
by H. L. Moekle of the auditing de- 
partment. 

The financial operations of the Ford 
Motor Company are. practically a 
closed book so far as the general 
public is concerned. Even this state- 
ment, which affords one of the few 
opportunities for scrutiny, provides 
tangible comparative data only by 
hazardous calculations. 

The theoretical profits show a sharp 
drop, according to The Boston News 
Bureau. Thee newspaper, assuming

WASHINGTON, April 6.—President 
Coolidge tonight rejected the holding 
of any plebiscite of the people of the 
Philippine Islands on the question of 
independence. 

In a veto message addressed to Ma- 
jor Gen. Leonard Wood, Governor Gen- 
eral of the Philippines, the President 
‘eturned without approval an act of 
the Philippine Legislature _ proposing 
such a plebiscite, turning it down on 
the ground that the result’ of such a 
vote by the Filipino people would be 
unconvincing, that discussion of the 
question of immediate or proximate ab- 
solute independence is untimely and 
submitting independence to.a vote of 
the Filipinos, unless such action were 
requested by the American Congress, 
would be disturbing to good relations. 

It is the first time an ‘American 
President has vetoed any act of the 
Philippine Legislature, and the Presi- 
dent’s message, based on close and 
careful consideration of the whole 
question of American-Filipino rela- 
tions, is regarded as an able State 
paper intended not only to point out 
clearly, and rather frankly, to the Fili- 
pinos the attitude of the American 
Government in opposition to immediate 
independence but in a manner that 
would carry to them a full appreciation 
of all that American withdrawal from 
the islands would involve. 

The plebiscite act was submitted to 
the President in compliance with Sec- 
tion 19 of the organic law of the 
Philippines, which vests the President 
with the right of veto over acts of 
the native Legislature.. 

President Coolidge reiterated with 
emphasis his view that the Govern- 
ment of the United States would ‘not 
feel. that it had performed its ‘full 
duty”’ by the Filipinos or discharged 
all of its obligations to civilization if 


it should yield to the Philippine aspira- 
tion for national independence. 


Text of the President’s Message. 


President Coolidge’s plebiscite veto 
message follows: 


aoa be nee House. 
on, April 1927. 
My dear Governor: gar te: 

In compliance with Section 19 of 
the Organic Law of the Philippine 
Islands, I return without my ap- 
proval, ‘‘An Act to Hold a Plebiscite 
of the People of the Philippine Is- 
lands on the Question of Philippine 
Independence,’’ This bill reached me 
as provided by law and has received 
my careful consideration. 

The stated object of the bill is to 
put an end to frequent assertions in 
the United States that the people of 
the Philippine Islands do: not want: 
immediate, absolute and complete in- 
dependence. To accomplish this it is 
proposed to hold a plebiscite’ of the 
people of the islands in which the. 
question to be voted on will be: 

“Do you desire the immediate, ab- 
solute and complete independence of 
the Philippine Islands?” 

The voter must vote categorically 
“‘Yes’’ or ‘‘No.” Any other reply in- 
validates the ballot. 

The result.of the vote having been 
ascertained, the Governor General is 
to transmit it to the President and 
Congress .of the United States for 
their information. 

It should be noted that the object 
is to register a desire. There is no 
petition, and no change in status is 
contemplated. ‘ 

There are undoubtedly many Fili- 
pinos who desire the immediate in- 
dependence of their country but who 
also realize the necessity for the 
protection of the American Govern- 
ment. for several years, if not in- 
definitely. Such persons must vote 
for independence under the formula 
prescribed or against. inde ence. 
They are without means of express- 
ing their views under the proposed 
plebiscite. . a 

There afe: other Filipinos’ who 
treasure the hope of absolute inde- 
pendence of their country yet believe

Reports ‘Beating and Torturing.” 


SHANGHAI, April 6 (4).—The Soviet 
Consul General here today received a 
telegram from the Soviet Embassy as- 
serting that several Russian watch- 
men were seized during today’s raid 
by Northerners onthe Russian com- 
pound at Peking and were “beaten and 
tortured.”’ 

The telegram said that the raid was 


confined to one compound in the 
northwest corner of the Embassy 
grounds while the main Embassy of- 
fices, the chancellery and archives 
were not touched.

Special Cable to Tax New YorK Times, 
TOKIO, April 6.—The first American 
refugees. from Nanking arrived at 
Yokohama this afternoon aboard the 
President Madison and told vivid 
stories of looting, robbery, insults and 
narrow. escapes from death. The Presi- 
dent Madison has become virtually a 
refugee steamer for the throngs of 
Americans compelled to leave Nanking, 


Hankow and other cities seized by the 
Cantonese. Pacific steamers are now 
so crowded with people fleeing from 
China that many Americans who pro- 
posed to spend the Summer in the 
United States are becoming alarmed 
lest they. fail to obtain accommoda- 
tions. 

Of the President Madison’s refugees 
some are financially crippled, and the 
missionaries and educators are deeply 
depressed at being forced to leave the 
country where they have worked, in 
some cases, most of their lives. 
Professor S. J. Mills, head of the 
language schoo] at Nanking Univer- 
sity, told of being twice robbed on the 
street by Southern soldiers and twice 
more in his house, which was finally 


house. was systematically 
searched, pillaged and wrecked,” he 
said. “My wife, family and myself 
owe our lives to the loyalty of our 
Chinese students. If they had not 
walked into the face of dangerous 
mobs with frenzied appeals for our 
lives we would all be dead. 

‘What will happen :c those Chinese 
students I am afraid to prophesy. 
Many Chinese have paid with their 
lives for pleading for foreigners, or 
for having been known to attend Chris- 
tian schools and missions. 

“The argument which the students 
used repeatedly was that we were 
Americans and not British. Our mis- 
fortune was to be mistaken for Brit- 
ish, for then the enmity against us 
was intensified many times, 

“But the Southerners do not hate the 
British any more than they do the 
White Russians. 

Started Campaign of Looting. 

“After the Northerners fled from 
Nanking the Southerners began a 
house to house campaign of raiding. 
looting, killing and wounding. This 
was not a period of warfare, but of 
robbery and loot committed by sol- 
diers. Guns were repeatedly aimed at 
us and bullets were constantly whiz- 
zing about in the streets. 
“The excuse that the Northerners 
were responsible is entirely false. I 
know this for a certainty, for I was 
born and raised in C “1a. I know the 
dialects of the North and South and I 
know the Southerners were guilty, for 
I saw and heard them. 

‘The barrage which the British and 
American warships laid down did not 
last long. It covered the north, east 
and south sides of Socony Hill. We 
escaped by the western wall. 

“T doubt if 100 Chinese were killed 
in the firing. 

“Despite my twenty-eight years in 
China, I dare not predict what will 
happen. If the ussian-controlled 
communistic portion of the Kuomin- 
tang retain control there will be no 
improvement for many years.” 


Communists Are Blamed. 


Hunter Mann, who had a business 


in Hankow, now on the way back 
to Johnson City, Tenn., blames the 
Communists of the Southern army for 
practically all of the disorder. 

“The South is responsible for all of 
the trouble,”’ he said. “It was an or- 
ganized movement which seized the 
British concession, not a spontaneous 
mob. The attack on the British was 
quite clearly organized. Promises 
were: made and the British left their 
posts and the promises were ignored. 
Instead of the Southern officials keep- 
ing the mob: out as théy promised, 
small groups bent on destruction were 
introduced into the concession one by 
one.

Bandits Overrun Shantung. 


“Chinese professors in the universi- 
ties and schools are for Canton to a 
man,” he declared. “I have talked 
with scores of them. I see no diffi- 
culty for the Southerners in their ad- 
vance toward Peking except one, 
namely the White Russians. The North 
is definitely Nationalist but it dis- 
likes Bolshevism, and if the Commu- 
nists and Russians gain control of the 
Nationalist movement th: Southern 
advance will be eroneed definitely. 

“I have heard y stories from 
missionaries and their families of vio- 
lence and loss. 

“The Northern soldiers have been 
withdrawn for the campaign and the 
greater part of our territory is over- 
run by bandits.

DECLARES DR. WILLIAMS 
WAS DRAWING PISTOL 


The Nation Gives Out a New 
Version of Missionary’s Death, 


but Mission Leaders Deny It. 


Dr. J. E. Williams, Vice President of 
Nanking University, who was slain in 
shot after drawing a pistol while Chi- 
nese soldiers were threatening, accord- 
ing to a report which The Nation is- 
sued yesterday to newspapers here as 


coming to it from G. A. Kennedy, an 
American in China. The Nation said 
that Mr, Kennedy, a graduate of the 
Columbia School of Journalism, had 
gone to Nanking to investigate the 
outrages. 

The assertion met with skepticism in 
missionary circles. At the Presby- 
terian Board of Foreign Missions it 
was pointed out that news dispatches 
from various sources giving eyewit- 
ness testimony on Dr. Williams’s 
death had contained no mention of 
his drawing a weapon, but had as- 
serted that he was murdered in cold 
blood. 

Dr. A. L. Warnshuis, Secretary of 
the Council of Foreign Missions of 
North America, recalling a fifteen 
years’ friendship with Dr. Williams, 
said that from what he knew of the 
man he considered The Nation’s re- 
port ‘“‘very unlikely.’’ He declared it 
was missionary practice not to carry 
firearms. A, few missionaries, he said, 
had sporting weapons for hunting, but 
he doubted whether Dr. Williams had. 
“We would have to have more evi- 
dence to believe this new version of 
the affair,”’ he said. ‘“‘We have re- 
lied upon newspaper dispatches, which 
include the statements of the four 
men who were with Dr. Williams, all 
honorable men. As I recall it, Dr. 
Williams was murdered when he re- 
monstrated with a soldier for stealing 
his watch.”’

The Nationalists continue success- 
fully to incorporate Northerners in 
their ranks. General Li Pao-chang, 


formerly Commissioner of Defense of 
Shanghai under Sun Chuan-fang, has 
been appointed commander-in-chief of 
the Eighteenth Nationalist Army. 

According to Chinese military infor- 
mation, Sun Chuan-fang, who fled 
from Shanghai, has about 200,000 
troops at Haichow and is negotiating 
with the Nationalists to declare his 
allegiance to them. 

Reliable wireless from Tsing-tau re- 
ports that Admiral General Pi Shou- 
chen, who surrendered Shanghai, has 
disarmed the sailors of his fleet, which 
refused to sail to Shanghai when he 
commanded. He sent soldiers aboard 
the vessels, who took over control, 
dislodging the sailors. It was for- 
merly reported that the naval officers 
and men when Pi Shou-chen ordered 
them to Shanghai replied that. they 
were improperly uniformed. It was 
also supposed that their pay was long 
in arrears. 

A later report today says Pi Shou- 
chen has been -executed by Chang 
Tsung-chang’s orders at Tsinan-fu be- 
cause of negotiations with the Na-

While officials said that orders for 
the movement had not been actually 
issued they did not deny that Admiral 
Williams, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Asiatic Fleet, had uested the rein- 
forcements and they admitted that con- 
sideration was being given to the ulti- 
mate destination and transportation of 
the marines. 2 

Similar White House conferences 
have in each case preceded previous 
movements of marinés to China. Of- 
ficials contented themselves with say- 
ing that the discussion today could not 
be revealed, but that “if anything de- 
velops it will comé out.’ 


Borah Confers With Coolidge. 


Senator Borah, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, went 
to the White House late today. He 
conferred with President Coolidge for 
twenty minutes, but declined to reveal 
what the discussion concerned, except 
that it related to international matters. 
Senator Borah is anxious that the 
United States should be not drawn into 
joint action with other powers on 
China and is opposed to any extreme 
action in the event of the refusal of 
the American demands on Nanking. 
Transportation of the 1,500 additional 
marines to China, it was frankly stat- 
ed at the Navy Department, was giv- 
ing the Government concern, as the 
navy has no transports available to 
proceed to the Fat East, while. the 
War Department has informed the 
navy that no army transports are 
available. 
Indications are that the movement 
would have to be carried out, at least 
as far as the Philippines, by merchant 
ships, of which several are available 
on the West Coast. 
The Shipping Board at once author- 
ized the Dollar Lines to perform such 
service if called upon. Officials of that 
agency indicated that the Mount Ver- 
non, used as a transport during the 
war, now at Norfolk, could not be 
made available for immediate troop 
movements, 
In authorizing the Dollar Lines to 
rearrange its private sailing schedules 
to take care of emergency demands 
produced by the Chinese situation, 
Chairman O’Connor congratulated R. 
Stanley Dollar, Vice President of the 
lines, upon the availability of his 
ships for moving refugees from China, 
as well as troops to that zone. 


Extra Marines Needed at Tientsin. 
The naval transport Henderson will 


1,500 marines recently ordered to China 
to reinforce the 1,500 first sent to 
Shanghai by request of Admiral Wil- 
liams. 

The movement now in prospect would 
be the third: one of 1,500 marines to 
China to meet Admiral Williams's re- 
quests for troops. This third group of 
1,500 is being concentrated at San 
Diego. The last trainloads left Quan- 
tico, Va., and New Orleans today with 
units for that rendezvous. All should 
be at San Diego early next week. 

Their shipment to China would be 
dictated, according to official indica- 
tions, by conditions in North China 
where the hold of Marshal Chang Tso- 
lin, who avows himself anti-Bolshe- 
vist, is threatened by the advance of 
the Cantonese from the South, as well 
as by their propaganda by plain 
clothes agents in his territory. 

Should the situation become menac- 
ing to foreigners, it is planned to use 
Tientsin as a refugee concentration 
point for Americans. Marines prob- 
ably would be necessary in this con- 
nection, in addition to the two bat- 
talions of the Fifteenth United States 
Infantry stationed as a railroad guard 
at Tientsin and the 425 marines on 
Legation guard duty at Peking. 

No report on the apprehension of 
Mrs. Mildred Mitchell of Francisco 
and Wilbur Burton of Columbus, Ohio, 
at Peking on suspicion of radical ac- 
tivities has been received at the State 
Department. It was said that in case 
of difficulty the United States could 
be expected to take appropriate action 
to see that no unfair treatment was 
accorded to American citizens.

LONDON, April .6.—‘‘All..my.indica- 
tions...are...that..Japan,.. the . United 
States and. ourselves.will. probably be 
in agreement not merely to ask repa~- 
rations for the Nanking outrages, but 
as to the reparations which should be 
asked,” declared Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain, in the course of the debate on 
the Chinese situation in the House of 
Commons tonight. 

‘“‘We shall pursue as and when we 
can the policy of the adjustment of 
old treaty positions to new aspirations 
and new conditions,’’ continued the 
Foreign Secretary, “‘but we are not 
prepared to be hustled out of China. 
It is only if the Nationalist Govern- 
ment recognizes the ordinary obliga- 
tions of a Government that they can 
expect we can pursue the policy laid 
down in the memorandum of Decem- 
ber.”’ 


Government’s Policy Under Fire. 


Sir Austen’s speech concluded.a de- 
bate the other features of: which were 
a vague and qualified criticism of his 
policy by Ramsay MacDonald and a 
vehement denunciation of it by John 
Wheatley, one of Mr. MacDonald’s 
former lieutenants, who has lately re- 
turned to the back benches to make a 
common cause with the Clydeside ex- 
tremists against his leader. 

Mitchell Banks-Banks, Conservative, 
delivered a diatribe against the Labor 
Party and the Chinese and did not 
spare criticism of even his own Gov- 
ernment for what he considered a too 
milk-and-waterish policy toward China. 

David Lioyd George, with unaccus- 
tomed restraint, merely sympathized 
with the Foreign Secretary in his her- 
culean task and refused to say any- 
thing to make it more difficult.

Baldwin Suggests Mission Here. 


Before the debate, in reply to a ques- 
tion whether neutrality would be ob- 
served as between the rival parties 
within the Nationalist forces, Sir Aus- 
ten stated that the British Govern- 
ment had ‘‘no intention of being drawn 
into the Chinese civil war, whatever 


form it may assume.” 

Premier BaldWin told the inquirer 
that the British Government was in 
constant touch with the United States 
Government, exchanging views on the 
various aspects of the Chinese situa- 
tion as they arose. . 

He saw a need to supplement this 
channel of communication by dis- 
patching a special mission. A Labor 
member suggested discussing the mat- 
ter over the transatlantic telephone. 

Ramsay MacDonald, in opening the 
debate, said that there was no doubt 
that the dispatch of the Shanghai de- 
fense force considerably increased the 
difficulties of negotiation. He agreed 
that there had been deplorable inci- 
dents at Nanking which could not be 
left where they were. 


MacDonald for League Inquiry. 


Reports had been received from reli- 
able British officials, but different re- 
ports had also been received from the 
Nationalist Foreign Minister, Eugene 
Chen, and other sources, and Mr. Mac- 
Donald thought that the divergence 


warranted an inquiry, for instance, by 
a League of Nations committee. It 
could find raw material, he said, in 
General Chang Kai-shek’s offer to 
compensate if Nationalist guilt were 
established. In effect the British note 
was a note and not an ultimatum, and 
above all, in the December declaration 
of the British policy toward China, 
which he urged should be explicitly re- 
peated. 

China was in revolution and as in all 
revolutions there was a domestic con- 
flict between the military and civil 
revolutionary forces, he went on. No 
absolute security could be obtained by 
Britain in such circumstances. 

His chief fear was not that the 
British Government should manufac- 
ture a war, but should drift into one 
through failure to recognize the 
change in Chinese mentality created 
by the streams of Oriental students 
returning from Western universities 
flushed with Western ideals. Liven if 
these ideals were revolutionary, it 
would be useless for, Britain to repeat 
her mistake with Russia in opposing 
what she could not prevent, and mak- 
ing enemies of those whom she could 
not afford for considerations of com- 
mercial expediency to treat as such.

To prove how hopeless negotiations 
were at the present, Sir Austen read 
a series of reports indicating that the 
Cantonese were unable or unwilling to 
protect lives and property. 

In Nanking looting continued; the 
soldiers, having taken the furniture, 
were now removing the fittings from 
the foreign residences. There was a 
somewhat similar state of affairs in 
Chinking, Kiukiang, Liuyang, Ichang 
and Hangchow. These attacks were 
no. longer directed solely against 
British interests, but Americans and 
Japanese were suffering as well. 


Says New System Depends on China. 


Stating that the further reinforce- 
ments which are being sent to Shang- 
hai were despatched only with the ob- 
ject of protecting British lives and 
property, the Foreign Secretary an- 
nounced that the general “ritish policy 
toward China remained unchanged. 

‘We recognize that the old treaties 
are out of date and that we must move 
forward to a new system. But the Chi- 
nese must move too and concurrently. 

“How can I negotiate with the Can- 
tonese Government in the face of the 
outrages at Nanking and the failure to 
give protection at Hankow? : We 
must have the knovledge that there 
exists in China an authority which is 
not only willing to undertake the pro- 
tection of life, but also is able to do 
so."” 


Declares Powers in Agreement. 


Taking up Mr. Wheatley’s reference 
to. French hostility, Japanese. distrust 
and American coldness, Sir Austen 
continued: 

“I believe that all the Powers named 
to be in substantial agreement, if not 
actually in complete verbal agreement, 
not merely that it is necessary to re- 


quire redress for these outrages but as 
to the terms in which the redress 
should be demanded. 

“I do not want to speak too confi- 
dently. I know that an agreement was 
reached among the Ministers at Pek- 
ing as to the recommendations to be 
made to their Governments. 

“I am not absolutely certain as to 
the complete measure of agreement or 
the number of the powers who may 
achieve it presently, but all indications 
are that Japan, the United States and 
ourselves will probably be in agree- 
ment, not merely to ask for reparation 
but also as to the reparation which 
should be asked. It may be a day or 
two before the notes are presented. 


Will Keep Treaty Rights in China, 


“It is only if the Nationalist Govern- 
ment recognize the ordinary obliga- 
tions of a government that they can 
expect we can pursue the policy laid 
down in the memorandum of Decem- 
ber. 

‘‘We shall pursue as and when we 
can the policy of the adjustment of 
the old treaty position to new aspira- 
tions and new conditions, but we are 
not prepared to be hustled out of 
China and to withdraw all our nation- 
als from Shanghai as well as from up- 
country places and we are not pre- 
pared to be treated as if we had no 
right to what is our treaty right or 
as if the lives of our people were of 
no account to our Government.” 

Mr. Lioyd George, remarking that 
the task which Sir Austen had under- 
taken with great courage in China was 
one of the most difficult that has ever 
fallen on the shoulders of a Foreign 
Secretary, congratulated him upon his 
adherence to the December memoran- 
dum. In these conditions, said Mr. 
Lloyd George, he would not add a sin- 
gle word to embarrass the Foreign Sec- 
retary, 

The vote was then taken, resulting in 
a Government majority of 160.

War Lord Rejects Deadly but Silent 
French Grenades for Crashing 
but Safe Chinese Ones.

TONG-KOU. China, March 13, Via 
Paris, April 6.—While waiting for the 
Japanese boat to take me to Shanghai 
I took the opportunity offered by an 
officer who was trained as an air 


pilot in France to take a trip with him 
on a military train. He told me he 
had been ordered to organize an air 
scouting service for the army of Chang 
Tsung-chang. As it took us several 
hours to cover the few miles to Tient- 
sin we had time for an exhaustive 
talk. 

The delay was not caused by 
strategic movements, but because all 
the lines had to be cleared to allow 
the train of General Chang Tsung- 
chang to pass. The General was bound 
for Peking to see Chang Tso-lin and 
was in a hurry because the object of 
his journey was to borrow some money 
to pay his soldiers something on ac- 
count. 

Chinese armies are peculiar, inas- 
much as pay day comes round very 
irregularly. The soldiers are prom- 
ised their pay and a bonus in case of 
victory—in other words the chance of 
doing a little pillaging. 

As Chang Tsung-chang had not been 
very lucky in his operations at Shang- 
hai and Nanking and has 200,000 men 
to feed he is in difficulties. 

My friend explained to me how the 
war is carried on. There are occa- 
sionally fights in which the soldiers 
display certain bravery. Usually, how- 
ever, they adapt themselves to the 
general aspect of battle and if it ap- 
pears likely to them that their side 
will give ground they do not wait for 
the enemy to drive them from their 
position. Any how, it is not easy 
to transmit orders to the dispersed 
units for there is not a railroad in 
the whole zone of the armies, and 
perhaps not 100 kilometers over which 
motor cars can travel. 


Keeps Telephone Safe in Arsenal... 


Chang Tso-lin possesses a field tele- 
phone outfit, but he prefers to keep 


it in his arsenal at Mukden. 

One can thus never really speak of 
any general operations. Armies break 
up into bands of 4,000 to 5,000 strong 
and act on their own. According to 
conditions and the temperament of the 
soldiers these bands fight, surrender 
and come to an agreement with the 
enemy. It may ~~ that a Chinese 
general suddenly finds himself short 
50,000 men. They have joined the 
enemy. 

Young Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang, 
son of Chang Tso-lin, is attempting 
what he calls a strategic movement 
by invading the Province of Honan 
across the Yellow River, but he has 
met with a strange adventure. In 
this province his Mukden troops were 
confronted by a sort of brotherhood 
constituted among the inhabitants, 
known as the Red Lances. Now these 
Red Lances are assisted by clever ma- 
gicians who strew the tracks along 
which the Northerners must advance 
with little papers bearing awful curses 
which threaten anybody combating the 
defenders of Honan with no less a 
catastrophe than the withdrawal of 
the protection of his ancestors. 

This caused something of an ap- 
vroach to a panic in that part of 
Chang’s army which had crossed the 
Yellow River. Fortunately it, too, was 
accompanied by powerful magicians, 
who have, it appears, discovered an 
excellent remedy with which all these 
maledictions can be countered. 


Little Rags Dispel Charm. 
Every soldier must attach to his bay- 
onet a little rag soaked with blood. 
More than 60,000 of these little rags 


had to be procured in a few days. 
I do not know whether the ma- 
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gician’s orders were carried out to 
the letter, but in any case the soldiers 


again began to advance after the rags 
were distributed, while otherwise the 
campaign would have come to an 
abrupt ending. 

On the whole, the troops only use 
ammunition very sparingly. There is 
no hatred between the opposing sides 
and no desire to massacre. There are 
in China about 1,500,000 men dressed 
as soldiers, whose occupation is either 
soldiering: or collecting taxes. They 
only ask to live well and have no de- 
sire to get killed, so have no interest 
in irritating their adversaries. 
Chang Tso-lin knows this. Recently 
when given the choice between an or- 
der. for French hand grenades, which 
do not make much noise but are very 
destructive, and a type of Chinese 
manufacture which explodes with a 
fearful crash but never kills anybody, 
the Marshal unhesitatingly decided for 
the Chinese, saying: . 

“War must be made humanely.” 

As for the Generals, their ambition 
seems to be to maintain the tradition 
for the commercial talents by which 
the Chinaman distinguished himself in 
times of peace. The most famous 
among them have amassed vast for- 
tunes, which have been carefully de- 
posited in foreign banks and employed 
in the acquisition of mines, quarries 
and real estate. 

On the pay of the troops—supposing 
they are paid—the Generals take a 
commission of from 20 to 25 per cent., 
and in some armies substitute a little 
packet of opium in lieu of money. 

Militarism of such a kind must obvi- 
ously spell complete ruin for the coun- 
try, even when as great, laborious and 
rich as China. All the Chinese agree 
on this as completely as they agree 
concerning the program of the Nation- 
alisits and the demands on the for- 
eigners. 

On the whole the Southerners are 
most popular. But what all except the 
lowest classes fear above all things in 
Bolshevism. 


North Fears Bolshevism. 


It is known that Chang Kai-chek has 


no love for the Russian propagandists, 
but the people in the North doubt 
whether he has sufficient strength to 
get rid of them. And when the Chi- 
nese small landholders are told that a 
congress of agricultural workers is 
meeting at Hankow with division of 
the land on ‘its program they are ap- 
palled. Without Bolshevism the South- 
ern forces would find valuable support 
in the sympathy of the population. 

It is said that the Cantonese soldiers 
pillage less and that the léaders are 
more honest. This remains to be seen. 
One sure thing is that with a rare ex- 
ception the average Chinaman despises 
soldiers, above all for their ignorance. 

In reply to a question, my informant 
tells me that when men are urgently 
needed the streets are simply raided 
and all able-bodied men taken for ser- 
vice without discrimination. Execu- 
tioners with their enormous cutlasses, 
whom one sees in the streets, join 
hands for recruiting purposes. Thus, 
unless I take the precaution of placing 
a little French flag on his chest, my 
servant, whom I send out to get some- 
thing, may one morning never return. 

While deploring this state of things, 
my companion expressed very hopeful 
expectations fo- the futufe, saying 
China has lacked both the energy and 
faith essential for reform. Unless she 
receives help, he said, she must inev- 
itably fall back into one of those 
periods of complete anarchy recurrent 
in her history, which at times lasted 
nearly.a century. : 

“But,’”’ he added, “if China becomes 
the ally of: the Bolsheviki that will 
mean a nest of pestilence from the 
Baltic Sea to the Yellow Sea. All you 
would be able to do then would be by 
united action to draw a sanitary cor- 
don around the whole in order to pro- 
tect the world from contagion.”

It is not desirable need- 
lessly to create such apprehension 
or raise such expectations. Submit- 
ting to the vote of the people the 
question of independence unless such 
action is requested by the Congress 
of the TJnited States, can be but dis- 
turbing to good relations. 


Bill Result of Agitation. 


The holding of the plebiscite would 
involve a. considerable expenditure 
on the part of the Philippine Govern- 
ment, its provinces and municipali- 
ties. 

I have heretofore had occasion to 
say that the disapproval of a bill of 
the Philippine Legislature by the 


President of the United States is a 
serious matter and should be deter- 
mined on after serious consideration. 
It, therefore, seems fitting that, in 
addition to. pointing out the defects 
of the preneens legislation in_ its 
form and present intent, I should go 
somewhat into the underlying rea- 
sons and explain why I believe the 
entire discussion of the question of 
immediate or proximate absolute in- 
dependence is untimely, because 
surely one cannot avoid the thought 
that the passage of this bill was the 
ergy of the agitation on this sub- 
ect. 

In a letter dated Feb. 21, 1924, to 
the speaker of your House of Repres- 
entatives I set forth, with a frank- 
ness which I believed justified by the 
then existing conditions, why the 
Government of the United States 
would not feel that it had performed 
its full duty by the people of the 
islands or discharged all of its obli- 
gations to civilization if it should 
yield to the Philippine aspiration for 
national independence. 

In that letter, while recognizing 
the progress of the people of the 
Philippines in education, in cultural 
advancement, in political conceptions 
and institutional development, I did 
not point out—it was not pertinent to 
the subject then under consideration 
—the extent to which this progress 
has been made possible bv the ma- 
terial assistance given to the islands 
by the United States. 

Unless. and until the people and 
their leaders are thoroughly informed 
of this material assistance and have 
a fair appreciation of what its with- 
drawal means, a vote on the abstract 

question of independence would be 
pre od futile but absolutely unfair 
to t the acceptance of the 
result as an informed judgment 
would be dangerous to their future 


welfare.

~ Foreign markets are now open to 
the Philippines, but less than 30 per 
cent, of their export products go to 
foreign markets, and these are, in 
general, raw products which have re- 
quired but a minimum employment 
of labor.and that the cheapest labor 
in the islands. 

Unless produced under conditions 
“‘which would mean a material lower- 
ing of wages and the standard of 
living, many of the products now ex- 

rted to the United States could not 

e absorbed by any foreign market, 

‘Until production in the Philippines 
is on a more assured basis and until . 
ample capital is available in the 
various agricultural and industrial 
fields, it is not conceivable that the 
Philippine products now entering the 
American market and commanding 
consequent high prices could com- 
pete on an ot ual footing with foreign 
products in the foreign markets. 

It should we observed that under 
existing conditions, ‘with the ad- 
vantages of the American market, 
capital is attracted but slowly, with 
the consequent slowness in use and 
development of labor. 


Details Trade Figures. 


It is believed that it is well worth 
being somewhat detailed to bring out 
exactly what the loss of the Ameri- 


can market would mean to the 
Philippines. 

In the calendar year 1926, 761,000,- 
000 pounds of sugar were imported 
into the United States from the 
Philippine Islands. The duty waived 
on this sugar was slightly less than 
97,000,000. Of this, $13,000,000, ap- 
proximately, accrued to the pro- 
ducers of sugar in the hog oR 
Islands in the increased price there- 
of. The large producers of sugar ap- 
preciate this. In September, 1926, at 
a meeting of the Philippine Sugar 
Association, its President, Rafel 
Alunan, is quoted as saying: 

It can be said that due to the 
adverse local conditions and to the 
enormous world production, our in- 
dustry only exists because of the 
tariff protection of the United 
States. If for some reason that pro- 
tection disappears, the sugar indus- 
try of the country will perish, un- 
less from now on we prepare our- 
selves to compete with Java, which 
which with her cheap labor and in- 
tensive methods of cultivation, can 
produce sugar at an incredibly low 
cost. 

In the calendar year 1926 Philip- 
pine cigars to the value of $5,047,000 
were admitted to the United States 
free of duty. The granting of this 
privilege meant the waiving of $14,- 
857,000 customs duties. 

It is well known that no Philip- 
pine cigars could enter the United 
States market paying the customs 
duty imposed on foreign cigars. Ap- 
proximately 80 per cent. in value of 
the Philippines cigars exported came 
to the United States. This problem 
which would be presented, on the 
ending of the present trade relations 
with the islands, of finding a mar- 
ket for these cigars would be solved 
only at a great sacrifice to the to- 
bacco industry. 


Our Market Vital to Some. 


While due to lack of capital and 
to natural conservatism, the Philip- 
pines have by no means taken full 


advantage of the opportunity offered 
by the American market, yet there 
are a few industries—not inconsid- 
erable when compared with the in- 
dustries of the islands—the very ex- 
istence of which is the result of the 
open market of the United States. 

In 1926 there was imported into the 
United States from e Philippines 
cocoanut oil to the value of $22,000.- 
000. The duties waived on the oy 
of this oil amounted to §4,900,000 

During the same bagel desiccated 
cocoanut to the value of $2,682,000 
was imported into the United States 
from the islands, on which a duty 
of $1,010,000 was waived. 

Cotton wearing apparel to thevalue 
of $5,400,000 was admitted during the 
year on which a duty of $4,000,000 
‘was waived, and laces to the value 
of $368,000, on which duty amounting 
to $276,000 was waived. 

Briefly, there was waived on Phil- 
ippine products entering the United 
States duty amounting to $42,000,000. 

The total exports of the United 
| Spm to the jlippine Islands for

000, and on those products 
wana the islands duty of approx- 
imately $12,800,000 was waived. In 
other words, the duties waived by 
the United States exceeded the du- 
ties waived by the Philippines by 
nearly $30,000,000. 

Do the people of. the Philippines 
realize the effect of these economic 
facts, and do they appreciate what 
would be the effect on their prog- 
ress, their standard of living, their 
general welfare, of the abolition of 
the present trade relations? 


Trade Compacts Inadequate, 
Reference is. sometimes made to 
the possibility of overcoming these 
losses by trade conventions or other 


methods, but no independent country 
has ever secured similar advantages. 
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It is argued that the United ge 
would also lose by any change in 
trade relations. It should be re- 
membered, however, that the United 
States exports to the Philippines con- 
pane less than 2 per cent. of her 

eee while Philippine ex- 
pitts to United States are 70 per 
cent. of the total exports. 

The Philippines must sell its prod- 
ucts abroad, It is by no means in- 
dependent of foreign goods. It must 
meet its obligations abroad. The 
United States has endeavored to 
create in the islands a situation 
profitable alike to capital and labor. 
This is essential if the present. prog- 
ress of the islands is to be kept up. 

It also holds out the reasonable 
hope for a day when the agriculture 
and industries of the islands may 
produce so efficiently as to compete 
in the markets of the world without 
the sacrifice of standards of living 
which have been created by the pres- 
ent great aid extended by the United 
States. There is no reasonable 
doubt that the coming of this hoped 
for day is delayed more by agitation 
for a curtailment of the period of 
preparation than by any other single 
factor. 

The public works, out- 
wardly the development of the 
islands, were in a great degree, as 
is customary, buiR with porecwed 
money. The bonds of the Philippine 
Government have been made tax- 
exempt in the United States and 
have been given certain other ad- 
vantages as the result of which the 
Philippine Government has borrowed 
its money at a rate of interest at 
least 3 per cent. lower than money 
could have been borrowed by an in- 
dependent government in the Philip- 
pines, if indeed it could have bor- 
rowed these sums at all. 

Saves $2,000,000 Interest. 

This means, conservatively, tat the 
Philippine Islands is paying $2,000,- 
000 annually less interest on its 
present indebtedness than it would 
Pay but for its dependence on the 
United States and the credit that 
that relation gives to the islands. 

In 1926 the United States spent in 
the Philippines in the upkeep of the 
army, navy and other services the 
sum of $14,500,000, or over 10 per 
cent. of the value of all Philippine 
products sold abroad. This amount 
would also be lost to the Philippines 
if independence were granted. 

Under American sovereignty there 
has been steady progress in the in- 
troduction of a common language 
throughout the archipelago. There 
has been a continuous development 
and extension of highways, and, to 
the degree justified by business, an 
increase in interisland means of 
communication. There has been, in 
short, a gradual but persistent effort 
to bring the peoples of the islands 
together. This effort has not as yet 
attained its object. 

The peoples are still in a marked 
degree isolated from each other. A 
cemmon language is still a hope 
rather than an existing fact. There 
is still resentment at the employment 
of officials not native to the com- 
munity, a resentment which, in cer- 
tain cases, intensified by difference 
of religion and lack of free commu- 
nication, becomes open hostility. This 
situation has created difficulties for 
the present Government and con- 
ceivably might lead to the destruc- 
tion of a government of the islands 
left to its own resources. 


Problem of Immigration, 


The resources of the islands are 
still in great number undeveloped. 
The land, however fertile, is idle. 
Surrounded by large countries with 
pressing problems of overpopulation, 
can it be hoped that the present im- 


migration control could be main- 
tained by an independent Govern- 
ment? 

I have dwelt at length on the eco- 
nomic difficulties which would be en- 
countered by an independént Gov- 
ernment in the Philippines, not be- 
cause there are necessarily the 
greatest difficulties but because they 
are those that may be most readily 
appreciated and about which there 
can be the the least controversy. 
Furthermore, I have heretofore re- 
ferred to the other difficulties of an

Dangers Beset Independence. 

With a condition of peace, prog- 
ress and prosperity hitherto un- 
known in their history, with self- 
government largely attained, with 
advantages enjoyed in many cases 
greater than those of American citi- 
zens, the people of the Philippines 
may well reflect seriously before 
wishing to embark on the unchar- 
tered stormy sea of independence, 
surrounded by unknown ers, in 
@ craft ill fitted for the difficulties 
to be met. Independence is an in- 
tangible ideal which has often 
brought disillusionment and disaster 
in its train. 

Peace, progress, prosperity, secur- 
ity, liberty and freedom are tangible 
benefits not lightly to be cast aside. 
The foundation of our policy has ever 
been the welfare of the people of the 
Philippines. That is today our con- 
stant goal. 

The United States assumed its bur- 
den of responsibilities in the Philip- 
pine Islands, not in a spirit of ag- 
gression, of avarice, of exploitation, 
but with a sincere desire to promote 
the best interests of the people of 
the islands. In that spirit it has 
guided them on the road of progress. 
It cannot, if it would, avoid the obli- 
gation of deciding the degree of self- 
government which the people of the 
Philippine Islands are capable of 
sustaining at any given time. The 
responsibility, both to the Philip- 
pine people and to civilization, is 
there. It cannot be shifted. 


Not Ready for Self-Rule. 


The ability of a people to govern 
themselves is not easily attained. 
History is filled with failures of pop- 


ular government. It cannot be 
learned from bodks; it is not a mat- 
ter of eloquent phrases. Liberty, 
freedom, independence are not mere 
words the repetition of which brings 
fulfillment. They demand long, arau- 
ous, self-sacrificing preparation. 
Education, knowledge, experience, 
sound public opinion, intelligent par- 
ticipation by the great body of the 
People, high ideals—these things are 
essential. The degree in which they 
pub possessed determines the capabil- 
of a people to govern themselves.

ROYAL MESALLIANCE 
REVEALED BY TOMB 


Stataary Found in Egypt Shows 
Princess Was Wedded to 
a Rich Dwarf.

CAIRO, April 6.—Details of a royal 
mésalliance many centuries ago is re- 
vealed by a discovery by the Vienna 
Academy of Science on its concession 
hear the Giza Pyramids, 

Among many sunbrick tombs of the 
Fourth Dynasty was found a remark- 
able stone mastaba with an entrance 
formed by a quadrangular room roofed 
with a well preserved brick dome with 
corbels. Such domes, hitherto not 
found before the Roman period, are 
now proved to have been known in 
Egypt as far back as 3,000 B. C. 

Close to the false door of the Mas- 
taba is a statue room in which stands 
a closed stone coffer with two slit- 
shaped openings containing a very 
fine painted limestone group of statu- 
ary of the owner of the tomb, Senab, 
his wife Sentites and their two chil- 
dren. 

Senab is shown as a dwarf. On his 
shrunken body is a —— head with a 
most expressive face. is little arms 
lie against his breast and his short 
legs are tucked under him on a chair. 
The contrast of the wife’s slim figure 
with the husband’s squatness marks 
the difference of their social positions. 
Senab was superintendent of the 
dwarfs charged with the royal ward- 
robe and Sentites was a princess, and 
the strange marriage possibly was due 
to the circumstance that she came of 
an impoverished royal branch. 

Senab was evidently very well off, 
as is indicated by the importance of 
his tomb and the fact that the in- 
scriptions show he possessed very 
large flocks and that for his funerary 
cult he allocated six estates. Whether 
carried in a litter, inspecting the 
wardrobe, or in a canoe plucking flow- 
yo Senab is always represented as a

@ned with secession, France fighting 
in Morocco, Nicaragua in revolution, 
Mexico in contusion and civil war rag- 
ing: in China,” said General Mac- 
Arthur, “it does not seem unlikely that 
our streets will again be filled with 
marching men and our country again 
have need of our services. 


Opposes Total Disarmament. 


“The provisions of our National De- 
fense act should be fully carried out. 
Total disarmament is unthinkable. No 
one takes seriously the equally logical 
plan of disbanding our fire depart- 
ments to stop fires or disbanding our 
police departments to stop crime. 
“Our country insists upon respect 
for its rights and gives due recogni- 
tion to the rights of all tthers. But 
so long as humanity is governed by 
motives not in accord with Christian- 
ity, we are in danger of an attack di- 
rected by unworthy impulses. We 
should be prepared against brutal at- 
tack. Those who would not protect 
themselves should, as a matter of com- 
mon decency be willing to furnish the

“Our nation has shrunk from en- 
forced military service. But between

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Two orders 
given out at the Treasury today made 
it clear that Roy A. Haynes, Acting 
Commissioner of Prohibition, can take 
no steps in the dry service affecting 
policy, personnel or regulations’ with- 
out first consulting his superior offi- 
cers, Secretary Mellon, or the acting 
head of the department, or Assistant 
Secretary Andrews. 


One of the orders addressed to Mr. 
Haynes was signed by Ogden L. Mills, 
Acting Secretary, and the other bore 
the signature of Mr. Haynes. It was 
repeatedly stated in the Mills order 
that acts of Mr. Haynes were subject 
to approval by the Secretary. One 
paragraph read: 

“All regulations shall be prescribed 
by the Commissioner of Prohibition 
with approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury.” 

Another paragraph set forth that all 
rights and privileges attaching to the 
office of Prohibition Commissioner and 
exercised by that official shall be 
‘‘subject to the general supervision and 
direction of the Secretary of the 
Treasury.” 

Under the Treasury plan of organi- 
zation, as devised by Mr. Mellon, the 
Prohibition Bureau, the Coast Guard 
and the Customs Bureau were allotted 
to Assistant Secretary Andrews. This 
meant that the direction of those ser- 
vices would be supervised for ifr. Mel- 
lon by General Andrews. 

As things stand General Andrews 
will continue to be the active head of 
prohibition enforcement, conferring 
from time to time with Secretary Mel- 
lon, as he has since assuming office 
two years ago.

GENEVA, April 6.—The possibility 
of an agreement on naval. armaments 
advanced this morning and at the 
wame tithe slipped back an equal dis- 





condiliatory 
paratory Disarmament Commission, 
President Louden adjourned the meet- 
ing to permit the delegates of England 
and France to reach an accord. 

In the’ meantime, however, General 
Demarinis of Italy tried resperately to 
bring About sabotage of the entente by 
introducing an “amendment’ which 
would engage the contracting parties, 
instead of including their full naval 
programs in. the. convention, to simply 
publish, as the occasion would arise, 
data regarding new craft which might 
be constructed.» The amendment was 
defended by the Italian General in a 
sort of logic which Viscount Cecil an- 
swered with biting sarcasm. 

Geneal Demarinis said that if a 
country was bound by its program it 
naturally “would-make the program as 
wide and extensive as necessary to 
cope with all pogsible, contingencies. 

“Even if a country were not sure 
that it could carry out such a pro- 
gram,”’ said the Italian delegate, ‘‘in 
order to be on the safe side, it will 
make its program fairly extensive. 

The result would be that negihbor- 
ing countries would be induced to ex- 
pand their programs. ‘This, instead of 
leading away from large armaments, 
would rather conduce to the expension 
of armaments, and if the countries 
were bound by such a clause as I 
have suggested, which is in harmony 
with the Washington treaty, then the 
countries which desire to eliminate the 
element of surprise need have no 
anxiety under that head.” 


Cecil Opposes Italian Proposal. 


Viscount Cecil replied: 

“I am quite prepared to take the 
provisions of the Washington conven- 
tion, but we must take them as a 
whole. That means tonnage by cate- 
gories. As for the criticism General 
Demarinis has made on the question 
of programs, he must forgive me say- 
ing that if he presses that kind of 
criticism to its fullest extent, it be- 
comes a criticism of the whole limita- 
tion of armaments. He says ‘you must 
not have a limit in your program of 


ships because the result would be that 
the program svould be very high.’ 

“Similarily, I suppose, he would say, 
you must not have a limit to total 
tonnage because od would foe — 
limit. high. _ Similar you must no 
have a limit to total éffectives, be- 
cause you would put the total effec- 
tives very high. The same argument 
applies injevery case. Such an argu- 
ment may be valuable in certain sub- 
sidiary matters, but as a general prop- 
osition I can only regard it as strik- 
ing at the whole.root of the system 
of limitation of armaments.” 

General Demarinis defended his pro- 
posed amendment on the ground that 
in dealing with the naval program the 
commission would have to  pro- 
vide against unforeseen contingencies 
which may be due to technical im- 
provements, or to economic or politi- 
cal developments which might lead the 
countries to expand their naval pro- 


grams. 

Viscount Cecil temporarily dismissed 
the Italian proposa) by saying that if 
the French proposal were adopted it 
would be not only superfluous, but 
contradictory. 

M, Boncour, speaking for the French 
proposal, said as it was only a per- 
sonal one he had submitted it directly 
to Viscount Cecil. If it should be ac- 
cepted, the British delegate would take 
steps to try to make it official and 
submit it to the commission.

CRD HIM T0-KILL 





He Tells the Jury He Became 
Crazed at Physician’s Acts 
in Death of Son. 





GRIPPED HIM BY THE THROAT 





Accused Describes Bedside Vigii— 
Sympathizes With the Family of 
Victim—Summing Up Today. 





Frank Caruso, charged with first 
degree murder for the killing of Dr. 
Casper Pendola, took the witness 
stand in his own defense yesterday in 
Kings County Court. 

With the exception of two character 
witnesses, who described him as a 
quiet and peaceful man, he was the 
only defense witness. On cross-exami- 
nation Chief Assistant District Attor- 
mney Joseph V. Gallagher made him 
admit that he knew he was going to 
kill the physician when he ran to the 
kitchen for a knife. The prosecutor 
said later that in his opinion this ad- 
mission established that the murder 
Was premediated and that a first de- 
gree verdict would be returned against 
Caruso. 

-Caruso said he’ was born in Sicily 
and never had gone to school. He 
has five children, the eldest a girl of 
9. After a few preliminary questions 
George Voss, his attorney, instructed 
him to tell the circumstances of the 
slaying in his own words. Caruso de- 
scribed the illness of his six-year-old 
gon Joseph, telling how he had 
swabbed the boy’s throat every half 
hour to lessen his suffering from 
diphtheria. 

“My boy didn’t get any better, so I 
asked the drug store man to get a 
@Goctor,” he said in broken English. 
“When the doctor came at 10:30 on 
Saturday night he sent me to the drug 
store with a prescription for antitoxin. 
The drug store man told me the medi- 
cine was too strong for a six-year-old 
boy. I couldn’t say anything about it 
to him because I do not know about 

medicine. 


Tried to Get Another Doctor. 


**When I came back I told the doctor 


what he said. The doctor said he 
should have minded his own husiness. 
He injected the medicine into my boy 
and threw the box it came in into the 
stove. I stayed up all night with the 
boy after he left. He got worse Sun- 
day morning and I tried to get another 
doctor. My boy died a few minutes 
before the ambulance doctor came in.” 

Caruso’s voice broke and he wiped 
his eyes. Regaining control of his 
feelings, Caruso went on with his 
story, his voice rising and his gestures 
becoming more dramatic as he told of 
Dr. Pendola’s arrival. . The jury lis- 
tened to him intently and persons in 
the court room bent forward in their 
seats. 

‘When the doctor came in he asked 
what was the matter,’ Caruso said. 
“TJ told him my: boy had died. He 
laughed and said he wasn’t to blame

stabbed him in the Asai My wife 
stood in the doorway and saw it all.” 
Said He Knew He Would Kill Him. 
Under cross-examination Caruso said 
he certainly knew that he would kill 
the physician when he ran to get the 
knife. He said he was sorry he had 
killed him and felt sympathy for his 
family. He was usually calm, he said, 
but had become enraged at Dr. Pen- 
dola’s laugh. 

Mrs. Concetta Pendola, sister-in-law 
of the slain physician, testified she 
had sold some boric acid and glycerin 
to Caruso in her husband’s drug store 
on the morning the boy died. Several 
detectives and a stenographer from 
the District Attorney’s office were the 
other witnesses. Mr. Voss closed his 
case after Caruso’s cross-examination 
and will sum up today. 


EX-INSPECTOR DWYER 
GETSNEW FLORIDATRIAL 


Had Been Sentenced to Prison on 
Former New York Policeman’s 
Embezzlement Charge. 





MIAMI, Fla., April 6 (@.—The con- 
viction of John F. Dwyer, former 
Police Inspector of New York City, on 
a charge of embezzling from John \/. 
Driscoll of Miam) Beach has been re- 
versed and remanded for a new trial by 
the Florida Supreme Court. Dwyer, 
who was sentenced to three years in 
prison, is at liberty under bond. 

Drisccll. who was a Captain of New 
York Police at the time Dwyer was 
Inspector, alleged that Dwyer ém- 
bezzled $12,373 from him in 1925. Dwyer 
was arrested in El Paso, Texas, and 
tried last June. 

According to evidence offered, Dris- 
coll deeded to Dwyer several parcels of 
real estate in New York when the 
latter was threatened with charges of 
irregular conduct in discharge of his 
duties. Both after leaving the depart- 
ment engaged in the real estate busi- 
ness here. Driscoll alleged that Dwyer 
sold some of the deeded property and 
kept the money. Dwyer denies that the 
transaction Was irregular.

Arbitration Move Collapses After 
Telephone Conferences With 
Hornsby and Breadon, 





The National. League club owners 
will meet in. Pittsburgh tomorrow 
morning at the William Penn Hotel at 
11 o’clock to consider the’ case of 
Rogers Hornsby, star second baseman 
of the New York Giants, and his St. 
Lowtis Cardinal stock. President John 
A.. Heydler issued the call late yester- 
day . afternoon after he had spent 
nearly the entire day antavente to 
arbitrate the matter. 

Though it had been expected for sev- 
eral days that the session, would be 
called, Heydier having announced sev- 
eral days ago that’ he had sent out 
queries: to club owners regarding such 
a meeting and had made all arrange- 
ments to issue the official call, de- 
velopments early yesterday seemed to 
indicate thatthe necessity. for the 
gathering would be obviated. 

Heydler reached Hornsby on the tele- 
phone at Augusta, Ga. He asked 
Hornsby if he would consent to arbi- 
trate his stock differences. While 
Hornsby gave no definite answer at 
that time, he indicated that he was 
favorable to such action, but deferred 
his decision until he could consult witb 
| his attorney. 

The next move was to reach Presi- 
dent Sam Breadon of the Cardinals 
jand get his consent to arbitration. 
| While he was waiting to reach Brea- 
| don Heydler expressed the opinion 
|that the plan to bring Hornsby and 
Breadon together seemed bright and 
| the need for calling a meeting of the 
club owners less likely. 





Silent on Arbitration Failure. 


The sudden decision late in the after- | 
noon, therefore, came as a surprise. 
In announcing that he had called the 
session, Heydler declared he wished to 
make no additional statement. Thus 
it was not possible to trace just how 
the plan to arbitrate fell down. In 
any event the collapse of the arbitra- 
tion scheme came uncxpectedly. 

For several days, or since Manager 
John J. McGraw of the Giants, after a 
| secret trip to this city for a conference 
| with President Charles H. Stoneham, 

issued his ultimatum that Hornsby 
| would play for the Giants in the dpen- 

ing game of the season at Philadelphia 

on April 12 whether he had disposed 
| of his stock or not, influential owners 
| in the senior major league circuit have 

been trying hard to effect a settlement. 
| Heydler exerted all of his influence to 
| find some way out of the tangle with- 
out having to resort to a league meet- 
ing. 

All efforts, however, failed. Horns- | 
by, in several statements, is quoted as 
saying that he would not accept less 
than $105 a share for his 1,167 shares 
of stock. He paid $43 a share for his 
holdings and when he was traded to 
the Giants for Frankie Frisch and 
Jimmy Ring, Hornsby declared he felt 
certain that he soon would sell his 
stock. At that time Breadon, who had 
traded Hornsby after the latter had 
demanded a salary of $50,000 a year 
for three years, was reported to have 
offered Hornsby $80 a share, though 
this offer later was said to have been 
not more than’ $60 a share. 


Landis May Intervene. 


As things stand now the Nationa! 
League magnates.are confronted with 
the task of untangling the affair and 
what move they will make is hard to 
tell. It is pointed out by National 
League officials that the league can 
order Hornsby to arbitrate, but how 
effective that will be remains to be 
séen. The league also can vote to 


referee the matter to Baseball Com- 
missioner Landis, who so far has held 
aloof from the controversy. 

The Giants, of course, have recourse 
to the courts in case the league should 
vote to bar Hornsby while he remains 
a Cardinal stockholder. Heydler’s rul- 
ing shortly after the trade of Hornsby 
for Frisch and Ring was to the effect 
that Hornsby could not play with the 
Giants until he sold his Cardinal 
stock. The league is expected to back 
its President fully in his stand. 

The Giants have the legal right to 
seek an injunction agginst Heydler pre- 
venting him from opping Hornsby 
from playing with the Giants. McGraw 
has stated that as a last resort that 
step would be taken. But the Giants 
have not indicated what their next 
move. will be, and are not expected to 
until the league owners show which 
way they intend to move.

BOSTON, April 6:—Hiockey lingered 
in ‘the fap of Spring here today and 
fond hdépes budded on historic Boston 
Common that the Boston Bruins would 
come home in front in the epochal 
hockey series for the Stanley Cup 
which starts tomorrow night at the 
Huntington Avenue Arena against an- 
other great hockey team—to witness— 
the Ottawa Senators, winners of the 
play-off in the International Group of 
the National Hockey League. 

Boston, on the eve of its first 
world’s series in ‘hockey, is simply 
seething over the crucial clash.

of Saturday will be $2.50, and there 
will be iittle or no public sale. 
Those who subscribed for the play-off 
series received the preference, which 
took up practically ali of the reserved 
seats. Over 30,000 applications were 
received for the games ,and the Arena 
seats only 9,000, including 2,000 
standeces.

Officially, the Boston Hockey Club

KENT, Conn., April 6.—Kent School’s 
navy, back from a Spring recess, re- 
turned today to the final weeks of 
practice before the opening of a sea- 
son that leads this year to the English 
Henley regatta and the Thames Chal- 

lenge Cup race there late in June. 
It was learned today that the Amer- 


ican schoolboys, in addition to: their 
participation in the historie British re- 
gatta, very probably will row match 
races with English schools, It appears 
very probable that there will be such 
& race with Eton and with at. least 
one other English school.. William P. 
Mellin, a Bostonian who remairied in 
England after attending Oxford, is in 
charge of the arrangements for the 
visit of the American schoolboys. 

The crew is to sail on the Berengaria 
on June 7, going immediately into 
quarters at Henley. There they will 
receivé.a new Sims shell, an exact 
replica of the one in. which they are 
practicing and racing over here. For 
three weeks the Americans will be in 
camp at Henley, but a portion of their 
time will be taken up with college en- 
trance examinations and it is the plan 
now to give them one race before Hen- 
ley and perhaps one more afterward. 


Victory Not Whole Goal. 


There is behind this visit of the 
Americans to the famous British wa- 
ter event an interesting objective, par- 
ticularly interes in view of the 
love of victory with which American 
athletes are so frequently chosen. The 
Rev. Dr. F’. H. Sill, Headmaster of the 
school, Watch lies in @ picturesque ‘val- 
ley of the Berkshires alongside the 
waters of the Housatonic, is also the 
coach of the crew. 

In reality the trip of the Kent School 
boys had its birth back in 1895, when 
Father Sill sat in the stern of Colum- 
bia’s famous crew and handled the 
tiller lines as Hamilton Fish. stroked it 
to victory at Poughkeepsie. During 
those days at Columbia the future 
Headmaster was inoculated with the 
enthusiasm of rowing which grips its 
victims perhaps pete strongly than 
any other sporting 

Six years ago Kent which is twenty- 
one years old, started rowing, and to- 
day ten crews went out on the sleepy 
waters of the Connecticut river here. 
The crews contained en from 
14-year-olds to the 170-pounders-of the 
first eight. Rowing is very deeply in- 
trenched here. There are only 262 
boys in the school. 

But itis intrenched with the idea of 
sport. uppermost. ‘Nowhere on the 
campus or off the river today did the 
visitor hear any discussion of winning 
in England. The main idea seemed to 
be the value to be obtained from the 
trip itself. 

Explains Trip’s Objective, 

Father. Sill, in a. letter .to parents, 
expressed the motive of the trip by 
saying: ‘“I am taking fourteen Kent 
School boys and two Masters to Eng- 
land to have a good and profitable 
time. The trip of our crew to Eng- 
land is more than an athletic episode.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass.,. April 6.—Crew 
A of the Harvard fleet, starting at 
scratch, rowing Over a choppy course 
under disagreeable weather conditions, 
with James Hall, stroke, and a broken 
oar at No. 7 through the last eight 
lengths of the final spurt, came from 
behind and triumphed for the fourth 
consecutive time this year in a race 
over the downstream Charles River 
course this afternoon. 

Coach Ed Brown started the three 
crews of the first varsity squad with 
Boats A and C at scratch and Boat B 
three lengths ahead. McKim Norton 
took the pacemaker’s seat in C shell, 
while John Watts, once more back ih 
harness after a few days’ layoff, 
stroked B crew. All three boats main- 
tained a racing stroke of approx- 
imately 34 throughout the major part 
of the race. 

Near the finish, as they put on the 
spurt, Coxswain Pforzheimer was call- 
for a close to 40 beat as Crew A over- 
hauled the others and won by a length 
and a half. Crews B and C finished a 
few yards apart, the latter drawing 
into second place at the very finish. 

It was Coach Brown’s original in- 
tention to announce at the finish of to- 
day’s race a new cut in his crews, but 
because of adverse weather conditions, 
however; this shake-up will be put off 
until the race can be rowed over again 
on Friday.

BERMUDA, April 6.—One of the big- 
gest days in Bermuda yacht racing 
came to a close this afternoon when, 
after two hard-sailed races, the Ber- 
mudian team of four one-design boats 
triumphed over their American rivals 
in both the morning and afternoon 
races, 

In the morning race the British craft 
scored 21% points against 15 points for 
the Sound interclub élass craft, and in 
the afternoon came right back with 
another decisive victory, the point 
score being 20% to 16. 

The morning race was sailed in a 
moderate breeze from east-northeast, 


the course being triangular, one and 
one-half miles to a leg, and sailed twice 
around. It gave a close reach, @ run 
and a beat to windward. The wind 
hauled on the second round, however, 
making the last leg a close fetch. 


Americans Start Well. 


The American craft got away to a 
good start in the morning and held a 
good position until the end of the first 
round when the Britishers began to 
show their mettle. At the end of the 
round the order was Starling, Atlan- 
tis, Babette, Flirt, Longtail, Wee 
Betty, Lotus and Merry Wing, two 
minutes and ten seconds separating 
the first and last boats. 

On the second round, Babette passed 
ee and Merry Wing jumped from

Skippers’s Club of Los Ar.geles, 
Through Efforts of W. B. 
Warren, Offers Trophy. 








Another intersectional .yacht race 
has been scheduled for next Winter. 
Through the efforts of W. B. Warren, 
editor of Pacific Coast Yachting, The 
Skippers’s Club of Los Angeles, Cal., 
composed of active racing men of that 
section, has offered a cup for. a race 
between the Hastern and Western en- 
tries to be raced off San Diego, 

The Indian Harbor Yacht Club and 
the Seawanhaka, Corinthian Yacht 
Club have sent formal challenges 
which have already been accepted. by 
The Skipper’s Club which will imme- 
diately make preparations for the de- 
fense of the new trophy. There are 
four yachts now on the Pacific Coast 
and additional craft will be built as 
the result of the challenge. 

With the Olympic Games of 1932 be- 
ing scheduled for the Pacific Coast, 
there is a possibility that yacht racing 
will be included in the international 
competition. In this event, the craft

VOIGT CONQUERS THOMSON 





Medalist Is Out in 37 and Scores 
Handy Victory——-Homans and 
Dawson Triumph.

PINEHURST, N. C., April 6.—With 
the exception of one match, everything 
went according to expectations in the 


opening round of the North and South 
amateur golf championship here today. 
Seven of the favorites succeeded in 
weathering the stress and storm of the 
first round. The eighth wilted and fell 
by the wayside. 

The eighth was William C. Fownes 
Jr. of Oakmont, President of the 
United States Golf Association and a 
former national amateur champion. 
His defeat at the hands of a fellow club 
member, J. B. Crawford. came as a 
surprise, for it was said that in their 
matches up North in the Summer time 
W. C. is always called upon to concede 
a few strokes to the man who con- 
quered him today. The match went to 
the twentieth hole. 

It was the longest one in the cham- 
pionship division by three holes, none 
of the others going beyond the seven- 
teenth and one ending on the thirteenth 
green. That was the one in which Ira 
Couch, one of the stars of the Chicago 
district, defeated a fellow-citizen, Wil- 
liam Wallace, by 6 and 5. 


Voigt Takes His Match: 


Two other matches ended on the 
fourteenth green, they being ones in 
which Johnny Dawson of Chicago and 
George Voigt, the medalist, figured 
as winners. Dawson took the measure 
of B. P. Merriman of Waterbury, the 
1921 North and South champion, by 5 
and 4, and Voigt, the Washington 
ace, won from Eric Thomson, the 
young Canadian star from St. Johns, 
by the same score. 

Eugene Homans, metropolitan junior 
champicn, won rather handily from E. 
L. Scofield of New York, the score 
being 4 and 3, but the three other 
matches were closer. Young Dick Wil- 
son of Southern Pines, one of the best 
golfers the sand hills district has 
developed, won from Dwight Meigs 
of Knoxville, Tenn., by 3 and 2. George 
Dunlop, captain of the Hill School 
golf team, defeated B. Warren Cork- 
ran of Baltimore by 3 and 1, and J. B. 
Ryerson of Cooperstown, N. Y., de- 
feated Donald Parsons of Youngstown, 
Ohio, 2 and 1. 

The Fownes-Crawford match was by 
far the most interesting of the eight, 
for it was all square through the sev- 
enth hole. Then Crawford jumped into 
a two-hole lead by winning the eighth 
with a birdie 4 and the ninth with a 
par 4 when Fownes’s second shot went 
over the green. 
a well-played battle, with Fownes 1 
down playing to the eighteenth. 

Having the honor there, he jeopard- 


by driving too far to the left, his ball 
going into the rough and leaving him 
with a long iron to get home. Craw- 
ford had a fine drive straight up the 
middle of the fairway and was a trifle 
ahead of his opponent. 


Fownes’s Second Is Short. 


Fownes played a fine second shot, 
but did not quite have the distance, 


his ball falling twenty yards short of 
the green. Crawfcrd’s second was 
wide, and after Fownes ran his ball up 
to within five feet the other was short, 
leaving himself with a twelve-footer to 
hole. He made a brave try, but his 
ball stopped on the lip of the cup and 
Fownes squared the match by holing 
his putt for a 4. 

Going to the first extra. hole, 
Fownes drove into the rough on the 
left and Crawford sliced into a trap. 
The latter made a good recovery, but 
Fownes had a good chance to put his 
second up near the green while the 
best Crawford could hope for was to 
get close on his third. For some rea- 
son best known to himself, Fownes 
took a spoon for his second shot, al- 
though his drive was fairly long and it 
appeared as if he could have got home 
with an iron, the hole being no more 
than 413 yards long. 

The inevitable happened. He topped 
the ball and it almest rolled into a 
bunker. Crawford gave him a second 
opportunity by playing his third to the 
left of the green, but Fownes followed 
suit and so the hole was halved in 5s. 
Fownes’s next drive landed in a bunker 
and Crawford won the hole and match 
with a 4,

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COMMISSION VOIDS 
OPTIONS ON BOXERS 


Will Not Recognize Contracts 
Unless They Carry Both 
Principal’s Signatures. 








Gene Tunney, heavyweight cham- 
pion, and Jack Delaney, light-heavy 
weight champion, were in effect 
thrown upon the pugilistic market de- 
spite their contracts to box exclusively 
for Tex Rickard under a ruling pro- 
mulgated by the State Athletic Com- 
mission yesterday. The rule is that no 
contracts for bouts will be recognized 
unless they carry the signatures of 
both principals. 

This ruling was issued in answer to 
Promoter Rickard’s request for a clear 
definition of the commission's attitude, 
after the board had awarded the wel- 
terweight title bout between Pete 
Latzo and Baltimore Joe Dundee to 
his rival promoter, Humbert Fugazy, 
despite the fact that Rickard had Dun- 
dee under contract. z 

Options on the services of boxérs un- 
der the new regulation are of no. value 
as far as New York State is concerned, 
and if Tunney or Delaney should elect 
to fight for Fugazy or any other pro- 
moter he would get the bout, 

First interpretations were that the 
ruling rather confused the Garden pro- 
moter’s heavyweight elimination. se- 
ries. It seems certain, at least, to 
give the champion and his challengers 
a jack with which to elevate their de- 
mands. Few, however, were of the 
opinion that either Tunney or Delaney 
would fight in championship bouts un- 
der any banner than Rickard’s be- 
cause of his recognized supremacy in 
staging outstanding events.

DETROIT, April 6.—The shadow of 
coming events; namely the Presiden- 
tial campaign of 1928, fell athwart the 
Ford-Sapiro libel trial today, when 
United States Senator James A. Reed 
of: Missouri, mentioned as a possible 
Democratic candidate, attacked form- 
er Governor Frank O. Lowden of Illi- 
nvis, listed as a possible bearer of 

the Republican standard. 

Aaron Sapiro was going calmly 
through his seventh day of cross-ex- 
amination by Senator Reed, chief of 
attorneys defending Henry..Ford and 
the. Dearborn Publishing Company 
against Mr. Sapiro’s suif for $1,000,000 
as libel damages. Onions, potatoes, 
fruits,and. other products that make 
cooperative” “marketin associations, 
but which ‘are’ non-political, had been 
planted, hoed, harvested and sold, and 
Mr. Sapiro’s fees carefully totaled up 
in ‘the process. 

Then wheat came into the. courtroom. 
Mr. Sapiro contends that the series 
of*articles in'TheDearborn Independ- 
ent upon which+he sued falsely repre- 
sented him as. striving to corner in 
the fields the wheat of the world. And 
wheat speedily gained a political as- 
pect because the name of ex-Govern- 
or Lowden came in. He was named as 
one of the founders of the National 
Wheat Growers’ Advisory Committee. 
formed in Chicago, and, according to 
Mr. Sapiro, organized non-commer- 
cially for the purpose of aiding the 
farmers’ wheat cooperatives. 

Lowden’s Agricultural Status. 


Senator Reed asked the witness to 
name the members of that committee. 
Mr. Sapiro furrowed his brow in 
thought and named Mr. Lowden, for- 
mer Judge Robert W. Bingham, pub-

So was one 
designed to get an answer on whether 
the committee had aimed at control of 
the wheat crops. 


Reasons For Resignation. 


“What was the» reason for ‘your 
resignation° from the American Farm 
Bureau Federation?” asked Senator 
Reed. 


“It became evident at the Farm 
Bureau Federation’s annual conven- 
tion,” said Mr, Sapiro, “and at some 


subcommittee meetings that the federa- 
tion was not going ahead with a pro- 
gram for national wheat marketing. 
Mr. Coverdale, Secretary of the federa- 
tion, was about to go ahead with the 
Armour Grain Company and Rosen- 
baum Brothers &-Co., and form the 
grain marketing company and try to 
stick the plan on the farmers of the 
United States. Mr. Peteet and I 
learned of it and resigned.” 

Next’ on the line of the Senator's 
cross-examination was the Oklahoma, 
Broom Corn Cooperative ‘Association? 
This was formed by Mr. Sapiro on or 
about June. 30, 1922,. The witness ad- 
mitted: that the association had dis- 
pensed with his services as attorney. 

“Why?” asked the Senator, and the 
witness replied: 

“I received two accounts, one was 
that the articles in the Dearborn 
Independent had damaged my stand- 
ing in Oklahoma and that the associ- 
ation did not feel that it was being 
helped by my name. One of the of- 
ficers later told me that this was not 
the whole reason, and that I bad been 
dropped because of economy.” 

‘Is that association living or dead?” 

“I do not know, but I think it is 
living.”’ 


Fees From Rice Growers. 


Along another phase, Senator Reed 
learned that Mr. Sapiro had billed the 
Arkansas Farm Bureau Federation for 


$4,550 for legal services. But to date 
had collected only $500. He admitted 
that he had been ‘paid $750 for ar- 
ranging the financing of the Arkansas 
Rice Growers Association. Additional 
fees; retainers —_ payments for ex- 
penses from t organization ‘were 
1922; $1,900; 1998, $100 and $625; 1924,

The Rice Growers’ Cooperative in 
Louisiana was next. Mr. Sapiro testi- 
fied that he organized this association 
in°1921 and had been paid $500'a year 
up to 1924.

One by one the Senator went over 
the farm experience of those named. 
To the question, ‘“‘And he isn’t a 
farmer, is he?” the witness would an- 
swer ‘‘No.”’ 

‘Why, there isn’t a wheat farmer in 
the lot,’”” snorted the Senator. Then he 
asked: ‘‘What about Lowden?” 

“He may grow some wheat,” replied 
Mr. Sapiro. 

“Why, he’s a capitalist,” said the 
Senator. Mr. Sapiro stiffened. He 
leaned forward. 

“No,” he said, biting off each word. 
“He’s a splendid lawyer and a.very 
fine farmer. He is one | of the largest 
farmers in the country.” 

Senator Reed looked over his tor- 
toise-rimmed spectacles at the witness. 
Then he jerked off his spectacles, as 
though an uninterrupted view of Mr. 
Sapiro was necessary to digest the 
statement. 


Pullman Car Connections.

To say that the yoting artists of ‘the 
company coped successfully with the 
manifold difficulties of the Mozart 
music, which has taxed the resources 
of .the greatest singers, would be 
manifestly inaccurate. It may be 
truthfully said, however, that they 
brought td their interpretations a 
knowledge of the style and spirit of 
the score, an appreciation of the cool 
serenity of sparkling wit of its un- 
forgettable pages, which has not al- 
ways been the case with singers of 
far greater pretensions.

A single 
permanent background of gold, with 
black hangings, was used in the first 
three acts, with change of scene de- 
noted by various properties. The gar- 
den scene of the last act was par- 
ticularly beautiful, with its silver pil- 
lars shining in moonlight.

Paderewski, who conversed with the 
Duke and Duchess of York on several 
occasions during their stay in Sydney, 
replied that the King was the last 
person he would think of insulting.

GOT $3:800 A WEEK

Picket Committee, told the A. F. of L. 
representatives that there was ‘‘a bit 
of truth” in the report that men were 
beaten and intimidated in ‘‘Room C,” 
Beethoven Hall, 210 Fifth Street. How- 
ever, Mencher insisted that “the only 
people who were treated rough were 
scabs.’”’ He instructed his “‘young men” 
to follow’ the non-union men and in- 
duce them to attend the union meet- 
ings, adding, ‘You know how they 
treat scabs.’’ 

Questioned further Mencher said, ac- 
cording to Mr. Wol!: ‘I was the one 
who paid the cops.”’ He explained that 
he paid from $3 to $5 a day to nearly 
fifty policemen. . Pressed further to re- 
veal the details of such payments he 
gave an instance. 

“Suppose a machine goes out with 
nine men,” he said, ‘and they are ar- 
rested ahd taken to the police station. 
We would have to pay or the men 
would be locked up.” 

Detectives were never paid less than 
$10, he continued, but some uniformed 
a aiso received $10 and even $15 a 

ay. 

Reznick was another witness who 
said he made direct payments to po- 
licemen. For the seventeen weeks of 
the strike he testified that he paid 
forty-five to fifty-five policemen about 
$350 a week. His office was in Astoria 
Hall in East Fourth Street. Replying 
to the query as to how many men were 
beaten at Astoria Hall Reznick said, 
‘‘No man was beaten; only scabs.” 


None Beaten Into Insensibility. 


Explaining that a policeman was sta- 


tioned in Astoria Hall from 8 A. M. 
to 6 P. M., Reznick admitted that per- 
sons were beaten in the hall. He did 
not count the number of those who 
were attacked but denied that any 
were beaten into insensibility. 

“All were able to leave the hall,” he 
added.

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FOUR YEARS MORE OF THOMPSON. 

In 1923 Judge Dever was elected 
Mayor of Chicago. He had a majority 
over all of 64,000. Mayor Dever took 
over from his’ predecessor a City 
Government demoralized in practical- 
ly every department, virtually insol- 
vent, permeated with graft which 
kept.Grand Juries and petty juries 
busy for years afterward. The school 
system was putrid with politics. The 
merit system may be said to have 
been suspended. Mayor Dever has 
restored the city credit, reorganized 
~ the school system, cleaned up the 
mess left by THompson. His Ad- 
ministration has been constructive, 
efficient, clean—an honor to himself 
and to Chicago. 

In 1927 Tompson, forced into the 
“martyrdom” of withdrawal in 1923, 
reappears, After.a campaign singu- 
larly rich in clowning, even for him, 
he is elected by a plurality of 83,000 
over Mayor Dever. Why this “pop- 
ular uprising” against good govern- 
ment? The substantial union of the 
Chicago Republican factions is given 
as one reason. With the exception of 
the ineffectual Small-Lundin support 
of an “Independent” candidate, a 
former henchman of THompson’s, the 
squads of the Old Guard “got to- 
gether”; though how they can keep 
together when the City Hall spoils 
come to be divided, it is hard to see, 

Of the Republican machines in Chi- 
cago the investigations of the Reed 
Committee have painted a life-like 
picture; but. {t would be wrong to 
lug in partisanship. Many thousands 
of Republicans must have voted for 
Mayor Dever. .On the other hand, 
THOMPSON has always had good 
friends onthe. Democratic side. On 
the high question of patronage cer- 
tain Democratic statesmen of Cook 
County have quarreled with Boss 
BRENNAN. Many Démocrats must 
have voted against the two King 
Georces. We don’t have to believe 
that any multitude of persons takes 
THOMPson’s gasconading seriously. If 
it is discouraging to see a certain part 
of the electorate treating an election 
as a sort of_joke and the campaign 
as a show, we must remember that 
this is nothing new, 

General BUTLER “was elected Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts for the pur- 
pose of “seeing what the old man will 
do.” The voters saw, and didn’t re- 
elect him. Chicago is more faithful. 
While Mr. THompson has been out of 
office, Mayor Dever has been working 
for the city. He lacks the talent for 
self-display, the genius for the spec- 
tacular, the little native or assumed 
touch of salient or eccentric personal- 
ity, which Chicago loved in two gen- 
erations of Harrisons. Most  ob- 
servers of the present Chicago scene 
agree that disgust with Volsteadism 
is the cardinal cause of the municipal 
backsliding of Tuesday. Mayor Dever, 
though an opponent on reasonable 
grounds. of prohibition, has tried to 
execute the law. THOMPSON prom- 
ises ‘repeal’ for local purposes; 
and the usual hurrah about the “ open 
town” is raised. 

Ignorance may not be so much 
gulled by this.as is thought.. The cry 
expresses a hope, More than that, it 
speaks a dissatisfaction, an irritation, 
& restlessness, a feeling “agin the 
Government,” bred by prohibition’ as 
fully among the enlightened, perhaps, 
as among those carelessly classed as 

“ignorant,” but not ignorant of what 
have been their private customs and 
what-they believe to.be-their private 
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rights. At Denver in 1926, in-an ad- 
dress before the American Bar Aus 
ciation), Mayor DEVER asked: 

Could one be properly veaiacd an 
alarmist were he to state that the 
presence, in one form or another, of 
the illegal traffic in liquor in Chi- 
cago and other great cities has been. 
followed by a train of circumstances 
that very seriously threaten the pos- 
sibility of good government in such 
cities? 

Unconsciously he foretold his’ own 

defeat: _

laws are unpopular, the voters will 

not support either the laws or those 

who would enforce them,

watches with interest their northward 
progress, Sympathy with their hope 
of obtaining control of all China is 
tempered only by disapproval of their 
anti-foreign tendencies, and by dis- 
like of their association with Soviet 
Russian interests. While friends of 
China look forward to the ultimate 
domination of all of China proper, as 
distinguished from Manchuria and 
Mongolia, by the Nationalist group, 
they are uneasy lest the northward 
advance be marked by fresh acts of 
aggression against foreign residents. 

It is not inconceivable that a “ deal” 
between CHIANG KAI-SHEK, represent- 
ing the South, and CHane Tso0-tIn, 
representing the North, has been made 
whereby the latter will undertake to 
withdraw again into Manchuria, lea®- 
ing Peking free for the Southerners. 
Despite his well-trained troops, it 
seems almost certain that to remain in 
Peking will result in CHANG Ts0-LIN’s 
defeat, as against him will be not only 
the forces of the Cantonese but also 
of their ally, Fena Hvu-Hsten, who 
until his retirement and visit to Mos- 
cow last Spring used to be called the 
“ Christian ” General. 

He has the advantage of possessing 
easy access to Soviet Russia by way 
of the Gobi Desert. Latest reports are 
that his forces have remained intact 
west of Kalgan, and are ready to be 
used when the time is favorable. His 
close affiliation with the Russians has 
long been known and was, in fact, one 
of the principal reasons why CHANG 
Ts0-LIN advanced against him last 
Spring and drove him out of Peking. 
CHana is the special enemy of the 
Russians, primarily for the reason that 
Russian imperialism has been most 
aggressive in Manchuria. CHANGQ’sS 
raid on the Russian Embassy in Pe- 
king yesterday is directly related to 
his persistent anti-Russian policy. 

It is in recognition of the strong 
anti-foreign bias which the Russians 
have instilled among the Cantonese 
that the British and American Gov- 
ernments have encouraged their na- 
tionals in North China to evacuate the 
probable zones of march of the Can- 
tonese forces. This is a wise precau- 
tion. Foreigners should not expose 
themselves unnecessarily to danger in 
China. The mission boards are now 
urging the temporary evacuation of 
the North. When the present cam- 
paign is finished and we know 
whether there will be peace and unity 
in China, it will be time enough not 
only for foreign mission and business 
interests to determine their future 
policies, but also for the foreign Gov- 
ernments to consider negotiations with 
the Cantonese. The Cantonese party 
is about to find that the greater its 
range of power the greater its respon- 
sibilities. Its real test will not begin 
until it has brought all China under 
its sway. It will then have to demon- 
Strate its ability to hold together and 
to prevent the jealousies of CHIANG 
KaAlI-SHEK, FENG HU-HSIEN, EUGENE 
CHen and the other factional leaders 
from plunging China into a new suc-

THE SACCO-VANZETTI CASE. 
In refusing a new trial to Sacco 


‘and VANZETT1 the Supreme Court of 


Massachusetts limited itself to ques- 
tions of law. The appeal to it was 
taken on the ground that.errors were 
committe. in the lower court. Taking 
up the allegations patiently, one hy 
one, the Supreme Court unanimously 
decided that in the trial of the con- 
victed men, as also on their appeal 
for a new trial before Judge THAYER; 
no reversible errors were committed. 
It hela that the presiding Judge did 
not abuse his discretion or prevent 
the accused men from having a fair 
trial. They certainly have had their 
day"in court. That day has run to 
six years, as they were originally 
found guilty in 1921. “Though poor 
men themselyes, they have not lacked 
friends to raise. money in order to 
employ skillful lawyers and exhaust 
every lega: recourse in their behalf. 
Not even the most inflamed anarchist 
can say that Sacco and VANZETT! 
were hurried through the criminal 
courts and to execution by ruthless 
judicicl process, 

Apparently they have no resort 
now except Executive clemency, There 
is some talk that their lawyers may 
appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, but it is hard to see 
how a Federal question could be made 
to appear in this criminal case. The 
slow. procedure of the Massachusetts 
courts has gone a “fall cycle. The 
convicted men will soon -be brought 
before 'the- Judge to receive sentence. 
Thereafter ‘will ‘come’ the appeal, 
which . will undoubtedly. be made,..to 
Governor Futter to intervene and 
commute the death penalty into a 
term of. imprisenment.: * 

He could find many good Bs pe 
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lapse of time since the men were tried. 
and convicted could not fall to make 
their execution now seem not’ ronly 
delayed justice but dubious. Justice. | 
In such matters public sentiment has 

to be considered, and there would un- 
doubtedly be'a widespread feeling of 
popular revulsion at. the thought of 
keeping men waiting six years to 
know their fate, and .then inflicting 
capital punishment upon them. This 
is quite apart from the emotion which 
has heen whipped up about these men 
simply because they were Communists. 
and suspected of being involved in 
anarchist plots, That consideration 
Governor FuLLeR would do. well to 
put firmly by. It is not for Massa- 
chusetts to seek to buy immunity 
from agitation. But the Governor 
might be warranted in feeling that 
justice would best be subserved by 
clemency now, after the extraordinary 
length of time which the courts have 
taken to reach their fixal conclusion, 
and after so many conscientious men 
and women, including not a few law- 
yers, both in Massachusetts and out- 
side, have been troubled in their minds 
by doubts about the nature of the 
evidence, or a part of it, on which 
Sacco and VANZETTI were convicted 
of murder. 

Such a famous and resounding crim- 
inal trial, with such a result, when 
brought before .a Governor for final 
action undoubtedly puts upon him an 
official ¢yty, severe and painful, from 
which he might pray to be delivered. 
The rature of the dilemma which he 
hes to face may be hinted in the 
words used many years ago in ap- 
pealing at Milan for an Italian Lib- 
eral convicted of conspiring with 
Mazzini: “If you execute him, you 
“perform an act of justice; if you 
‘‘spare him, you do a holy deed.” 
Such are the alternatives which the 
decision of the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Court in the case of Sacco 
and VANZETTI presses upon Governor 
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BOTH STATES MUST HELP. 

Health Commissioner Harris sug- 
gests that team-work between New 
York and New Jersey will do more to 
solve their sanitary problems than 
‘‘ warlike utterances.’’ Perhaps the 
phrase is too sharp to apply to Com- 
missioner CosTILu’s letter to Dr. HarR- 
RIs saying that it will be time to talk 
about abating the smoke nuisance 
when New York has done something 
to abate harbor pollution. For the pot 
to call the kettle olack is a sheer 
waste of time. It is not the road to 
effective cooperation between the two 
States, and effective cooperation be- 
tween them is badly needed. Harbor 
pollution is by no means the only prob- 
lem they have in common. Both: are 
interested in a prompt settlement of 
the tri-State controversy over the Del- 
aware watershed. Both would be well 
advised to drop jealousies over the 
Port Authority’s bridge contracts’ and 
join whole-heartedly in promoting that 
body’s plans for the fuller develop- 
ment of the harbor. 

When it comes to pollution by sew- 
age, it may as well be admitted that 
New York is chiefly to blame. It has 
three-quarters of the population in 
the district affected. The recent re- 
port of the State Pollution Commission 
sets forth the evidence on this score 
and declares that the obligation of 
keeping the harbor clean rests on New 
York City. It goes on to point out the 
astonishing fact that New York is 
“ practically the only large city where 
“the methods of a century ago are 
“almost exclusively used, while in 
“nearly all other municipal activities 
**the City of New York leads.” But 
New Jersey, with its many waterfront 
communities and its great Passaic val- 
ley sewer, must, as Commissioner 
Harris points out, assume a share of 
the responsibility. 

The Pollution Commission agrees 
with the old Metropolitan Sewage 
Commission in the conclusion that, al- 
though New York City is the worst 
offender, ‘‘no satisfactory remedy for 
**the evils can be applied without the 
“active cooperation of the various 
“New Jersey municipalities within the 
** metropolitan area.” 











THE CITY’S OWN STORY. 
There is an iconographic history of 
one portion of New York City that 
will not have to be done again—Mr. 
I.,N. PHevps Stoxes’s “ Iconography 
of Manhattan.” It needs only to be 
added to and he who undertakes to do 
it through the coming centuries will 
have a stupendous task, for the 
“fcon,” the picture, is changing with 
such rapidity. The sky-line is modified 
daily. Palaces and tenements, monu- 
mental office.buildings and even public 
structures rise in one half century 
and in the next are “one with Nineveh 
and Tyre.” Others take deeper hold 
but with no assurance of longer life. 
Somewhere the icons not only of the 
structures and the parks and the 
rivers, which together make the city’s 
changing countenance but also. the 
symbols of the social] life that changes 
with them, should. be kept in the 
memory of the people generally and 
treasured as ancestral relics used to 
be preserved and passed on from 
generation to generation.

building.. Here the body of the past

Every city has 
its own story to tell, but none a story 
of higher nobility of enterprise than 
has New York, 
———— 
RUSSIAN INDUSTRY. 

While popular demonstrations at 
Moscow hail the victories of the Can- 
tonese armies and the forward march 
of the “ world révolution,” the respon- 
sible Soviet leaders are thinking of 
factory prices.’ So writes our Moscow 
correspondent in his illuminating dis- 
patch of yesterday. Of greater con- 
sequence than China for the future of 
the Bolshevist» experiment in Russia 
is the success or failure of the Soviet 
Government in bringing industry down 
to something like a normal cost basis. 
The problem is not new. For four 
years the question of “the scissors "— 
the spread between what the peasant 
gets for his grain and what he must 
pay for his manufactured goods—has 
been acute. In times of crisis the 
Government steps in and lowers in- 
dustrial prices by decree. The relief 
is momentary. Sometimes there is no 
relief. Despite the latest active cam- 
paign, the cost of manufactured goods 
in the first quarter of 1927 stands at 
11% per cent. over last year, when 
the situation was already intolerable. 
The Supreme Council of National 
Economy decrees a cut of 5 per cent. 
in coal production costs, but the costs 
go up; a reduction of 10 per cent, in 
iron ore prices, and prices go up 10 
per cent,; a reduction in printing costs 
and metallurgy, with similar results. 

The price factor is nearly always 
overlooked in reports from .time to 
time about the “ restoration” of Soviet 
industry. Factory and mine produc- 
tion may now be at 80 per cent. of 
pre-war production measured in bulk. 
Sometimes it is asserted that produc- 
tion is nearly up to the pre-war level. 
But Russian industry can hardly be 
said to have been “restored” to the 
pre-war level if increased production 
is attained by charging the consumer 
three or four times the pre-war price. 
Aside from prices; very rarely is men- 
tion made of the quality of production. 
Trotsky, in his criticism of Soviet 
industrial methods, peid his respects 
to the shoddy nature of many goods 
unloaded on the public at greatly in- 
creased prices. He argued that if a 
Soviet lead pencil] is sold at three 
times the world-market price, if it 
lasts only half as long, and if it writes 
only one-third as well, the real price 
paid by the consumer attains fantastic 
proportions. 

Trotsky did not think that increased 
efficiency in the factories is the com- 
plete answer. He was courageous 
enough to assert that in order to keep 
the nationalized factories going the 
peasants should be made to pay the 
necessary price. The Bolshevist ex- 
periment must be frankly conducted 
at the expense of the peasant con- 
sumer. To this STALIN would not con- 
sent. Last year’s battle between the 
two factions centred about the appar- 
ently abstract question whether so- 
cialism is attainable in Russia by 
itself. ‘Trotsky said No and argued, 
virtually, that until the world revolu- 
tion came to their help the Russian 
Communists must compel the peasant 
to subsidize the Government factories. 
STALIN insisted that socialism is prac- 
ticable in Russia going it alone. He 
would not increase the tax burdens of 
the peasantry. He would lower prices 
by increasing factory efficiency, sup- 
pressing graft, calling upon the fac- 
tory workers for longer. hours. Up to 
the present, to judge. from the price 
level, he has not scored an impressive 
success, 








WORK OF THE LEGAL AID SOCIETY. 

A falling off in the number of appli- 
cents to the Legal Aid Society is 
noted in the report of work done in 
1926 for those who could not afford 
to engage.a lawyer. This is explained 
partly by the general prosperity. of 
the country, and partly by the ten- 
dency of trade unions, political clubs 
and other local bodies to supply legal 
aid to their members. Advance of the 
arbitration movement is. probably an- 
other reason for the decrease. Dis- 
putes within all large industries are 
settled whenever possible out of court. 
Despite this Jessening, ‘one office, the 
West Side Branch, helped over 1,200 
more persons than in the preceding 
year. A: shift in population and the 
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east ‘side, the west side” ‘and the “Wil- 
liamsburg section. The drift seems to 
be contintious; those in Williamsburg 
and Hariem. who have prospered have 
Moved into ‘the: Bronx, Flatbush and 
Washington: Heights, their places be- 
ing taken by others from the lower east 
side, The. City Census Committee 
should be able” ‘to. _ Supply additional 
information to “make it. possible for 
the Legal Aid Society to establish new 
offices where they. will:be needed and 
to retrench in some of the existinz 
branches; To speed the day when 
every. one in the State, no matter how 
poor, can’ obtain legal aid is an end 
worth working for. 

Gratifying results in a variety of 
work were obtained last year.. Appli- 
cations of divorced persons to re- 
marry, where a refusal would work 
injustice to children, were handled. 
Adoption proceedings to the numter 
of four or five a month were put 
through. In most of these cases the 
children would haye become wards of 
the city if they had not found homes, 
Claims for wages were pushed. Sea- 
men’s rights were protected. Action 
was taken against many kinds. of 
fraudulent concerns. Tenant and land- 
lord litigation was disposed of. Do- 
mestic difficulties: were smoothed out. 

A new form of fraud appeared last 
year, Small fur shops, ° displaying 
really fine merchandise in the window, 
attract women who usually inspect a 
coat for days or weeks before they 
finally. go in to examine the coveted 
garment. The coat they buy is not 
the one in the window. But it is not 
until they go home to show the pur- 
chase to admiring relatives that its 
shoddiness is observed. When women 
appeal to the society for help in get- 
ting their money back in such cases, 
it usually takes legal argument to 
make the seller see the light. 

Collection of wages is a most im- 
portant work. To feel the force of 
this, it is only necessary to put one’s 
self in the place of the man or woman 
who for two or three weeks has been 
doing hard labor and finds that no 
pay is forthcoming. This is the sit- 
uation of most of th: applicants. The 
society feels strongly that delinquent 
employers should be heavily penalized. 
“Is it just that the employer, after 
“withholding wages, should be allowed 
“to pay, when ready, the amount 
“without any penalty?” The employe 
is fortunate if his claim is collected 
without litigation, for often the loss 
of time in court and his fees make up 
a sum larger than that for which he 
is suing.

Stearns has resigned from the Roose- 
velt Club. It is under its auspices 
that the Borah-Butler debate on pro- 
hibition is to take place next Friday 
night. The implication is that Mr. 
STeaRNS does not approve of debating 
or even mentioning prohibition in pub- 
lic. The Boston Herald suggests that 
‘the next friend of the President” has 
shaken the dust of the Roosevelt Club 
from his feet in sign of sour disap- 
proval. 

This is mere speculation. Mr. 
Stzarns has given no explanation. 
Perhaps he did not find enough ‘‘club- 
bable’” members of the Roosevelt Club 
with whom to associate. 

In any. aspect of the matter, it 
seems to be exaggerated on the polit- 
ical side. Whatever the President’s 
next friend may think, the President 
himself knows well that Boston will 
still be talking, and no one can pre- 
vent it. But the State of Massa- 
chusetts must be in a nervous condi- 
tion to be so easily upset by a trifling 
occurrence in club life. The country 
has not been accustomed to expect- 
ing such displays of hysteria from 
the Stearns and rock-bound coast.

The uplift movement 
Purifying has’ now reached jazz. 
American Pefore juries.or district 
Jazz. attorneys are called in, 
the National ‘ Associa- 
tion of Orchestra Directors proposes to 
investigate and pronounce judgment on 
the quality of jazz music played in 
hotels, night clubs and dance halls in 
this city. A chosen committee of jazz 
masters was selected for this. task, 
and its duties will include the deli- 
cate matter of instructing other or- 
chestra leaders as to “correct ren- 
dition.” 

To the layman, the task of purifying 
jazz seems rather vague. We are ac- 
customed to think of jazz as a hybrid 
offshoot of more conventional music, 
and consequently to suppose that puri- 
fication would mean simply a return 
to styles and rhythms of twenty years 
ago, Still, New Yorkers have been so 
long served with liquor that has been 
“cut” that it is quite possible they do 
not recognize the so-called bad jazz 
when they hear it. 

If, as Mr. van Loon announces from 
Berlin, Europe is busy copying the 
worst features of American civiliza- 
tion, including impure jazz, then it is 
something in the way of home-mis- 
sionary work that the bandmasters 
have set themselves. If Europe will in- 
sist on copying our jazz, the least 
that we can do is to see that it is 
of the highest type—when it can be 
decided exactly what that is. 





Dr. H. F. Ward’s Speech on Shanghai 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Tue Times of April 5, under the heading 
“Professor Ward Denounces the British,” 
quotes me ag saying concerning Shanghai: 
“The English in that city live in a little 
caste community with their position sup- 
ported by force. They are the real aristo- 
crats, the ‘Bourbons’ of the world.” 

The former statement was made not con- 
cerning the English but*in description of the 
members of the American Chamber of. Com- 
merce at Shanghai. .I said nothing about 
aristocrats. The term “Bourbon” was used 
not in relation to the British, but as an 
apt description of most members of the 
isolated foreign commercial communities in 
the’ Orient. 

I am also made to say: “The demand for 
protection of nationals in China comes prin- 
cipally from the British Chamber of Com- 
merce in Shanghai.’ As a matter of fact, 
I was discussing point by point the state- 
ment issued by the American Chamber of 
Commerce in Shanghai and only incidentally 
raised the question of its relation to the 
position of the British Chamber. 

I am further quoted as saying that the 
English are ‘‘dominating our policies in 
China.”” I made no such statement. I 
raised the question of whether we would in 
the end be drawn behind the policy of the 
“die-hard” section of the British, which is 
not yet the policy of the British Govern- 
ment, 

The headline ‘‘Denounces the British’’ ap- 
plies aptly to some remarks from the floor, 
but has no relation to my spéech.

Class spirit and better health are

President of the association. The num- 
ber of women at Barnard engaged in 
sports has increased greatly in the last 
two years, according to figures com- 
Piled by the association. In 1924-25 
only 26 per cent. of the women inter- 
ested in basketball played, while last 
ag 89 per cent. played in some or all 

games. 

Out of the 83 electing baseball in 
1924, 45 actually played. This year 88 
out ‘of 93, or 94% per cent., are playing 
in games. The number competing in 
swimming had doubled in the last two 
years, it is said. In the track meet 
Only 38 women took part in 1923, com- 
pared with 101 last year. Tennikoit 
end archery are also being developed 
at Barnard. 

“The trend of women’s athletics to- 
day is in the direction of intramural 
eompetition—the competition of sepa- 
rate groups within the college,’’ Miss 
Gedroice said. ‘‘We feel we are pio- 
feers. For seven years prior to 1924 
Barnard had a varsity squad in all 
sports, which concentrated.on contests 
with Teachers’ College. . True enough, 
the few who were on the varsity 
squads got excellent practice, but what 
was happening to the larger group of 
girls who had to sit on the side lines? 

““Are we to benefit as far as health 
fs concerned ‘by sitting on the side 
lines and cheering a varsity? Out of 
the ten hours a week possible for prac- 
tice a squad of twelve girls received 
four hours, while the remaining group 
of nearly 1,000 in college received six 
hours. 

“The new system gives every girl a 
chance to take part in the track meet. 
No matter how little she can do, she 
contributes to the total of her class. 
In basketball and baseball every girl 
is on a team which plays in six class

Report Head-Hunting Tribe Found in Borneo} | 


of an | Uncharted Lan 





PARIS, April 6.—Penetrating over 700 
miles into the interior of Dutch Bor- 
neo, up uncharted rivers-and- through 
an unexplored jungle, an expedition 
under two young Americans, Hugene 
PB. Wright and Corey Ford, reports 
the discovery of a tribe of head 
hunters. 

With the aid of Dutch military au- 
thorities who provided an escort of na- 
tive soldiers Messrs. Wright and Ford 
left Bandjermasin in Southeast Dutch 
Borneo toward the énd of September, 
1926, and following the Barito River 
almost to its source came upon an un- 
charted river, which led them to the 
foothills of the mountains that border 
Sarawak. 

The tribesmen live in raised huts 
upon the banks of this unknown river, 
called by natives the. Busoeng. They 
are a pigmy race but so handsomely 
proportioned and muscled that their 
average height of 4 feet 11 inches con- 
tradicts the eye. They. are the most 
feared head hunters of all the tribes 
in Borneo, killing with blowpipes and

taking off heads with a long, slightly 
curved knife. They live upon snakes 
and monkeys .which they. killin. the 
great moss-covered forests along the 
rivers. 

Unlike any other.native tribe, these 
have. aquiline f2atures, resembling the 
American Indian to a remarkable de- 
gree. The tattoo designs upon their 
bodies show traces of some forgotten 
Chinese influence. 

The explorers, who have just arrived 
in Paris, were able to photograph their 
war dances and tribal ceremonies and 
have brought back interesting data 
concerning their beliefs and supersti- 
tions. 

Maps have been made of new rivers 
and the country explored. HEvidence of 
great natural wealth in diamonds and 
gold was collected, 

“So far as I am able to ascertain 
from the Dutch military authorities,” 
Mr. Wright said today, ‘‘we are the 
only white men who.have penetrated 
this country, with the exception of a 
single Dutch officer.” 








MISHAPS MULTIPLY, 
LINER 9 DAYS LATE 


Labor Trouble, Gale, Shortage of 
Fuel and Icebergs Impede the 
Chicago’s Crossing. 





The French liner Chicago, carrying 
eighty-seven passengers, afrived yes- 
terday evening, nine days overdue on 
what is normally a twelve-day trip 
from Bordeaux. She was late in start- 
ing owing to labor trouble -mong the 
crew. On the way over she encoun- 
tered four days of heavy weather and 
was delayed also by huge fields of 
ice. She ran short of fuel and was 
obliged to take on a new supply at 
Halifax. 

“Although I have been a sailor for 
thirty-five years, this is the worst 
crossing I have ever made,” said Cap- 
tain Lepetre. “From the very start 
the vessel encountered a series of 
storms with winds of gale velocity 
from the west. The waves broke 
over the forward deck and once or 
twice even over the flying bridge. At 
times the Chicago had little more than 
steerage way. 

“Finally we realized we were run- 
ning short of coal and that we would. 
not be able to reach New York, so we 
started toward St. John’s, Newfound- 
land. On the way there, however, we 
ran into a huge field of ice and we 
were obliged to turn to the south. As 
@ result we had to give up our idea of 
reaching St, John’s and turn toward 
Halifax. Even in this case we had to 
push our way through many miles of 
field ice, but finally reached port in 
safety.” 

“We passed field after field of ice,” 
said Mrs. Samuel Eddy, one of the 
few American passengers, ‘‘and at one 
time we passed as many as seven large 
icebergs. Some of these were more 
than two hundred feet high and were 
as close as a mile to us.”’

Was Professor of Clinical Medicine 
—Helped State Charities Board 
and Academy of Medicine, 





Dr. Walter Belknap James, retired 
physician and trustee of the American 
Museum of Natural History, Columbia 
University and many other institutions, 
died yesterday at his home, 7 East 
Seventieth Street. Dr. James became 
seriously ill from heart disease three 
weeks ago at the Jekyl Island Club, 
Brunswick, Ga., of which he was Pres- 
ident. His relatives were summoned 
to the club but he improved sufficiently 
to be removed to his home here. 

Dr. James was born in Baltimore 
May 11, 1858, a son of Henry and 
Amelia Cate James. He was gradu- 
ated from Yale in 1879 and from the 
Columbia College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in 1883. Immediately after 
graduation he started practice, and in 
1889 became a clinical lecturer in medi- 
cine at Columbia. He continued this 
work until 1897, when he became an in- 
structor in diagnosis, and in succession 
lecturer in the practice of medicine, 
professor, and Professor of Clinical 
Medicine, a position which he held 
when he died. 

Hospitals with which he was con- 
nected were the Presbyterian Hospital, 
where he was a visiting physician, and 
Bellevue and Ruptured and Crippled, 
where he was a consulting physician. 
Professional memberships included the 
New York Academy of Medicine, New 
York County Medical Society and the 
Practitioners Society. He also be- 
longed to the Century and University 
Clubs. 

Dr. James gave freely of his time to 
public affairs and served on many 
boards and committees. He had been 
Chairman of the State Board of Chari- 
ties, had been appointed by Governor 
Whitman as head of a special commis- 
sion for study of the feeble-minded and 
their needs, President of the Academy 
ot Medicine, a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee which obtained funds 
for a memorial to Dr. Andrew J. Mc- 
Cosh, former President of the Na- 
tional Committee for Mental Hygiene. 
He had been elected a trustee of Co- 
lumbia University by the alumni and 
when this term expired was elected to 
life membership by the board. 

He leaves his wife and three children.

Dr. Weir was born in New York, a 
son of James and Mary A. Shapter 
Weir.

Two 
years later he was in the army in the 
medical corps and in 1862 was placed 
in charge of the general hospital at 
Frederick, Md., a position he held until 
the close of the war.

He became a 
professor in 1884 and continued until 
his retirement. He had also been an 
attending surgeon at New York Hos- 
pital between 1876 and 1900.

State Legislator, Leader in Power 
Battle, Dies Suddenly at 46, 


AUGUSTA, Me., April 6 (4).—Charles 
B. Carter of Auburn, State Senator 
from Androscoggin County, a leader 
in the hydro-electric power controversy 
in the Legislature and law partner 


of Congressman Wallace A. White Jr., 
died within two hours after he had 
been stricken with a heart attack in 
his room at the Augusta House. 
Senator Carter was born in Auburn 
46 years ago. He had opposed efforts 
to export electricity out of the State, 
except under conditions which would 
protect Maine’s needs. 

He was the author of two bills, 
which have reached the enactment 
stage, completely divorcing public ser- 
vice corporations generating electricity 
from those engaged in the transmis- 
sion of electricity, and providing for 
the organization of companies to trans- 
mit electricity out of the State under 
certain conditions. 

He had led in the present Legislature 
the fight against the Smith bill, which 
would permit exportation of ‘surplus 
electricity from the State and which 
had passed both branches.

Alleging that her former husband’s 
income tax payment showed that he 
has deceived her as to the amount of 
his income and has failed to pay ali- 
mony as agreed, Mrs., Olive Mildred 
Tilton filed suit in the Supreme Court 
yesterday against Newell W. Tilton for 
$88,776. The suit was brought in the 
name of Chauncey Belknap, ‘trustee 
for Mrs: Tilton under a separate agree- 


The complaint says the parties were 
married. in 1906, have two daughters 
and, because of irreconcilable difficul- 
ties, have been living apart since 
March, 1917. Tilton agreed to pay her 
$36,000 a ‘year, of which $10,000 was to 
be for the care of the children. The 
agreement also provided that if Tilton 
had a net income’of less than $72,000 a 
year he was to make the payment on 
the .basis of half of his income. The 
papers showed that Mrs. Tilton got.a 
divorce in Maine in 1918. - 

The plaintiff alleged further that Til- 
ton refused to make any payment on 
Jan..1, 1925, on the ground that his 
losses had exceeded his income in 
1924. The complaint asserted that he 
made a statement to: this effect to 
avoid: the payment of alimony because 
in his income tax returns he reported 
@ gross income of $98,394 and an ad- 
mitted net income of $65,547. The plain- 
tiff alleged that his true net income 
was at least $8,000 more than this 
sum. . She also alleged that he claimed 
the right to deduct $50,865 from the 
$65,547 on the ground that he made 
this payment as an. income tax for 
1923, leaving a balance of income of 
only $14,682, on which he was willing 
to pay ‘alimony for 1924. 

e complaint asks $88,776 on the 
ground that this sum is due under the 
agreement because for the last few 
years Tilton has earned at least $72,000 
annually above his expenses. 

The case came before Justice Wasser- 
vogel on ‘an application by Tilton to 
strike out much of the complaint re- 
lating to the divorce and to his income 
tax returns, but by an agreement. be- 
tween the parties a new complaint is 
to be.served, 

Mrs. Tilton is the granddaughter of 
John Bigelow, Abraham Lincoln's 
Minister to France, and daughter of 
Poultney Bigelow. Her daughters are 
Mildred and Pyrma Tilton.

‘Sex’ and ‘Virgin Man’ Results

SMITH FOR PADLOCK BILL 





Governor Indicates He Will Sign 
Measure, Following Hearing 
With Lone Speaker. 





The conviction of the producers and 
cast of ‘‘Sex’’ and the cleaning-up of 
the Broadway stage was hailed as an 
achievement of Governor Smith yes- 
terday. by Frank Gillmore, Secretary 
of the Actors’ Equity Association. 

“It was Governor Smith who took 
the stand that there was plenty of law 
now for dealing with the stage and 
that vigorous action by the authorities 
was all that was needed,” said Mr. 
Gillmore. ‘‘Before the Governor spoke, 
this plan, that plan and the other had 
been tried without making much ‘im- 
pression. When the Governor de- 
manded action, results followed. It 
has certainly been demonstrated that 
he was right when he said that there 
was law enough on the books to curb 
the few producers who bring disgrace 
to the stage, 

“District Attorney Banton said a 
short time ago that there had been 
only two convictions in thirty years 
for indecent drama and that one of 
those had been reversed. Now we 
have had in one week two convictions, 
or as much action under this statute 
as in the thirty years previous. 

Popes for Moderate Penalties. 


"I feel that it was very unfortunate® 
that these trials had to be held, but 
I cannot help feeling that it does clear 
the situation and will be of benefit. 
I hope that the Court can see its way 
clear. to imposing moderate punish- 
ment. I do not believe that the actors 
should be considered as culpable as 
the producers, The actors do not write 
the lines or create the situations. They 
do what they are told. They were 
ready in the case of ‘Sex’ to with- 
draw on two weeks’ notice, if the citi- 
zens’ play jury condemned it. When 
the play jury approved it they had 
some reason to suppose themselves 
within the law.”’ 

Governor Smith’s demand for. action 
against excesses on the stage is said 
to have followed his attendance at a 
show which, in his opinion, passed the 
limits of decency: The Governor indi- 
cated he did not think very highly ot 
the play jury system or any other 
policy by which the authority of legal 
officials was delegated to volunteers. 
After the Governor made known his 
position last January the play jury 
system was dropped. Acting Mayor 
McKee, Police Commissioner Mc- 
Laughlin, District Attorney Banton, 
Chief City Magistrate McAdoo and 
other officials conferred and raids 


were made on “Sex,” “The Virgin 
Man” and ‘The Captive.’ The pro- 
ducers and cast of “Sex’’ and ‘‘The 
Virgin Man’? have been convicted. 


“The Captive’’ was voluntarily with- 
drawn and was formally declared in- 
decent by Supreme Court Justice 
Mahoney in a legal action brought to 
clear the way for a revival of ‘‘The 
Captive.” 


More Raids Unlikely. 
Further raids and further prosecu- 
tions were promised by city officials 
last January immediately after the 
disposition of these three cases. Since 
then, however, most revues and night 
clubs have elaborated their costumes, 


and suggestive lines and situations 
havé been stricken out of some of the 
dramas. Officials refused yesterday to 
say whether further raids and prose- 
cutions were to take place. The senti- 
ment was general that producers 
would be slow, for some time at least, 
to come into collision with the law 
against indecency on the stage, follow- 
ing the demonstration that the sup- 
posedly toothless statute does possess 
a@ rather severe bite. 

Aldermanic President McKee, who as 
Acting Mayor last January directed 
the policy of vigorous action which 
was suggested by Governor Smith, 
said yesterday, that he> was highly 
or nigga with the results of this cam- 
paign. 

“Salaciousness, cloaked as art, is 
doomed as a box office proposition 
and pathological problems will not, in 
the future, be safe offerings with a 
stage for a dissecting room,”’ he said. 

Mr. McKee spoke along the same 
lines last, night at a-meeting of the 
Men’s Brotherhood. at the North Pres- 
byterian Church, 525 West 155th Street. 
He attributed what he called the 
steady degradation of the American 
stage to a determination to acquire a 
European theatrica! taste. 

District Attorney Banton expressed 
great satisfaction with the outcome of 
the -prosecutions. He -issued* a ~ state- 
ment which said in part: 

‘The conviction of the producers and 
members of the company. of. ‘‘Sex,’’ 
and the corporation which staged the 
play, is one of the most important 
verdicts rendered in our courts in a 
long time. The verdict is a lesson to 
those who have sought to coin dirty 
dollars out of objectionable plays.”’ 

Florenz Ziegfeld, who is in Chicago, 
oh District Attorney Banton as fol- 
ows: 

‘“‘Note that you have convinced ‘pro- 
ducers and actors filthy plays will not 
be tolerated in New York. Now clean 
up the revues and night clubs. Clean 
shows up for good, not, just for the 
night that police are in evidence. Let's 
have a clean slate for the theatre, now 
that you have found an effective way.”

OPPONENTS ONLY 
APPEAR AT HEARING 


Attorney for Theatre Owners De- 
clares License Revocation Bill 
Is Confiscatory.

ALBANY, April 6.—With one speaker, 
theatre owners and producers made an 
eleventh-hour attempt today to induce 
Governor Smith to veto the theatre 
padiock bill. No one spoke in favor 
of it, but at the end of a brief hearing 
the general opinion at the Capitol was 
that the Governor would approve the 
measure. 

Neither Lee Shubert nor L. Lawrence 

Weber, who yesterday requested and 
asked the Governor to veto it, were on 
hand. William Klein, a New York City 
attorney, was the lone speaker, repre- 
senting the Shubert interests and the 
Managers’ Protective Association, 
* “I nonestly believe,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
this bill is unconstitutional and I know 
that it is revolutionary. You can’t 
take away a’man’s property without 
due process of law, and if there was 
ever a bill which does that it is this 
one. 

‘*We have attempted to see that there 
is a real house-cleaning of the stage 
and we are going to see that there 
will not be produced any more plays 
except those that meet with the ap- 
proval of the public. Under this bil! 
one line used by an actor in a play 
might resuk in his conviction and 
thereby in the padlocking of a théatre 
for a year despite the fact that the 
owner of the theatre had no knowledge 
of what the actor intended to say.”’ 

Governor Smith interrupted to say 
that he did not believe the bill would 
work any hardships on the owner of 
a theatre who produced only good 
plays. 

“Yor. want to remember,” the Gov- 
ernor said, ‘‘that you can’t convict 
any man unless he has guilty knowl- 
edge. I do not believe any licensin, 
commissioner would padlock a theatre 
for something he couldn’t prove the 
owner of a theatre knew anything 
about.” 

Mr. Klein pointed out that there was 
no provision in .the bill which would 
permit an owner of a theatre which 
had been padlocked to appeal to the 
courts. 

“It does not seem fair and just that 
$100,000,000 of property in New York 
City should be put into the hands of 
a licensing commissioner to work 
‘willy-nilly’ with it,’’ the attorney con- 
tinued, “This bill is mandatory and 
once a conviction. is obtained the 
licensing authority must padlock the 
theatre.”.. . 

Governor Smith ‘took exception to 
this. 

“We have got to believe that the 
licensing authorities will use good 
sense in the enforcement of this law 
and that.they will not close a theatre 
unless they .are.convinced that the 
manager had knowledge of the kind of 
play which was being produced,’”’ the 
Governor said.

BUCHAREST, April 6.—A slight im- 
provement in King: Ferdinand’s health 
continued through last night and to- 
day. This has resulted in hopeful of- 
ficial statements that the life of the 
King may be prolonged. 

Except for what he can get from 
the medical bulletins, any one not 
within the palace gates has no knowl- 
edge of the actual state of the sover- 
eign’s. health, but certainly today 
about the palace and the Foreign Of- 
fice there was relief. 

The last two days have seen a re- 


turn toward normal in the King’s tem- 
perature and pulse, the attending phy- 
sicians report. 

The outsider, however, has no way 
of knowing whether the court reports 
are really an exact statement of the 
King’s condition. 

A bulletin today states that the mon- 
arch’s temperature is 36.5 c. (97.7 Fahr- 
renheit), pulse 90 and respiration cs 
This showed a drop of half a degree in 
temperature, maki it now slightly 
subnormal. The. King’s breathing is 
stilp heavy, but today’s figures are the 
most satisfactory, so far as the ordi- 
nary diseases is concerned, since last 
Thursday, when grip developed seri- 
ously, but in the case of a person who 
has undergone operations the interpre- 
tation may not be satisfactory. 


Talks With Members of Family. 


Officials of the Foreign Office said 
today that the King had shown real 
improvement and scouted the idea of 
his immediate death.- As usual, these 
statements do not coincide with pri- 


vate reports. 

The King is able to see members of 
his family for a few nours daily. He 
awaits especially visits from the little 
heir, Prince Mihai. He converses with 
his family and listens to the latest 
new both inside and outside the pal- 
ace. The patient eats very little and 
practically nothing but liquid food. 

Premier Averescu is said to have vis- 
ited the King on Sunday and again 
yesterday. The monarch was able to 
sign a few documents and converse 
with his Prime Minister, it is added. 
The only noticeable political develop- 
ment yesterday was the announcement 
by leaders of the Peasants’ Party and 
the National Liberals, who also form 
the Opposition, that they would not in- 
terfere with the program of Premier 
Averescu, which is a guarantee that 
any action the Government decrees 
will be carried out with the full ap- 
proval of official Rumania. 

This is important, because the Peas- 
ants’ Party a short time ago supported 
former Crown Prince Carol to succeed 
his father and only recently announced 
that it had abandoned the former heir, 
principally because of his inertia. 

Meanwhile Bucharest and the coun- 
tryside are moving undisturbed along 
their ordinary courses. There is no 
nervousness in official quarters or 
among the people, who seem to have 
come to realize that they are about to 
lose their second monarch of the Ho- 
henzollern dynasty. 

It seems that this tranquillity would 
be continued under the Regency 
Council, which, it now appears, could 
take over the royal prerogatives wtih 
the support of all political parties. 

Political conditions in the State have 
slipped into an almost dormant condi- 
tion since the Opposition leaders an- 
nounced their intention of supporting 
the policies of Premier Avereseu. This 
condition can be expected to continue, 
it is felt here. There seems to have 
been complete accord between M. Bra- 
tianu and M. Averescu, for the former 
has not appeared in the public prints 
for some time. 





End Approaching, Belgrade Hears.

PARIS, April 6.—Numerous rumors, 
some of fantastic design, are circu- 
lating in Paris today regarding Prince 
Carol of Rumania anda nis part in the

The deposed Prince is again in resi- 
dence at his Neuilly home, just outside 
of Paris, after an absence of several 
weeks, supposedly in Italy. 

The most colorful of the reports is 
one to the effect that “international 
oil interests,” presumably Anglo- 
American, have purchased two high- 
speed airplanes, which are being held 
in readiness at Geneva for a flight by 
the Prince to Bucharest as soon as 
the death of his father is announced. 

The theory behind this report is that 
these powerful financial interests are 
backing movements for the return of 
Carol to his former place as heir-ap- 
parent to the throne in return for 
which they would receive oil conces- 
sions. 

Other reports have it that Carol is

VETOES BROOKLYN MEASURE 





Says Proposal for Central Court 
House There Should Come From 
Walker Administration.

ALBANY, April 6.—Governor Smith, 
for the third successive year, today 
vetoed a bill to change the boundaries 
of the Seventh Municipal Court Dis- 
trict in Manhattan and to provide for 
a new Tenth District, with three new 
Justices. The measure was sponsored 
by Assemblyman Grenthal, New York 
City Republican. 

At a recent hearing opponents of 
the measure told the Governor that 
its approval would result in the elec- 
tion of a negro Justice to the Munici- 
pal Court. Former Assemblyman Pope 
Billups, a negro, told the Governor 
that if it were not for the fact that 
the New York City authorities were 
convinced the change would result in 
the election of a negro Justice —_ 
would not oppose it. 

In his veto memorandum re 
Smith wrote: 

“This bill is objectionable upon the 
ground that it is mandatory city legis- 
lation, compelling the City of New 
York’ in opposition to the wishes of 
the local authorities to set up.a new 
Municipal Court district. That is an 
expense which the local authorities 
state is not warranted.” 

Another bill relating to the Munic- 
ipal Court in Brooklyn was _ vetoed 
by the Governor. It was sponsored by 
Assemblyman Fay, Brooklyn Repub- 
lican, and provided for the rotation of 
Justices of that court in Brooklyn and 
for a central court house. Of this the 
Governor wrote: 

“This bill is objectionable upon the 
ground that in the face of the oppo- 
sition of the local authorities of the 
City of New York it seeks to amend 
the New York municipal code by ex- 
empting the Borough of Brooklyn 
from the provisions of such code and 
provides for the establishment of a 
central court house and containing all 
parts of such court in the borough. 
Such legislation should originate with 
the approval of the municipal author- 
ities concerned.”’ 

A bill sponsored by the Reorganiza- 
tion Commission and designed to bring 
the State Canal law into conformity 
with the State Department law was 
vetoed by the Governor . because of 
amendments made to it by Republi- 
cans. On this the Governor com- 
mented: 

“These amendments, by requiring the 
approval of the Governor on routine 
matters, strip the head of the depart- 
ment ot full control and the responsi- 
bility that goes with such control. If 
approved, this bill would not only 
seriously delay the work of the de- 
partment, but would require the ap- 
proval of the Governor in regard to 
many matters of departmental detail 
properly belonging to the Superinten- 
dent of Public Works.” 

Another, the Anti-Crime bill, was ap- 
proved py the Governor. It defines 
petty larceny as theft of property to 
the value of $100 instead of $50 as at 
present. To date the Governor has 
approved about a dozen of the eighteen 
Baumes bills, which were enacted at 
the last session of the Legislature. 

The Governor approved a bill which 
makes it a misdemeanor to write a 
check when the writer knows there 
are no funds in the bank. 

When the Governor left the Execu- 
tive Chamber today he had approved 
a total of 680 measures. He has less 
than twoscore left and he expects to 
dispose of these tomorrow.

SMITH T0 APPROVE 
PORT AUTHORITY ACT 


Conference With Silzer Seems 
to Assure Signing of Bill 
Giving Him Veto Power. 

















LIKE THE NEW JERSEY LAW 





Executive Was Loath to Approve 
It, Thinking It Would Hamper 
Future Port Operations.

ALBANY, N. Y., April 6.—After a 
conference at the Executive Mansion 
tonight between Governor Smith and 
George 8. Silzer, Chairman of the Port 
Authority, and Julius Henry Cohen, 
Counsel for that body,‘ the belief be- 
came prevalent at the Capitol that 
Governor Smith would approve . to- 
morrow the Knight bill, which will 
vest in the Governor veto power over 


actions of the three New York State 


members of the New York Port Au- 
thority. 

Governor Moore of New Jersey re- 
cently approved a bill passed by the 
New Jersey Legislature vesting in him 
the same powers in relation to acts 
of the three New Jersey members. 

Until his conference with the Port 
‘Authority officials it had been thought 
very likely that Governor Smith would 
withhold his approval from the Knight 
bill and seek to have the New Jersey 
Legislature rescind its action. While 
a@ clause exists in the Port Authority 
treaty concluded between the two 
States under which the action is legiti- 
mate, Governor Smith is averse to the 
measures, holding that making actions 
of the Port Authority subject to the 
Gubernatorial 
way for political influence. 

Differences between the New Jersey 
authorities and the Port Authority 
over prospective plans for the Wash- 
ington Heights-Fort Lee bridge led to 
the action of the New Jersey Legisla- 
ture. It has been a matter of dispute 
whether so-called eye-bar, or wire 
cable construction should be adopted, 
the New Jersey people favoring the 
ateel wire construction, 

“The: Governor asked us to come up 
so that we might give him all the in- 
formation in our possession and tell 
him about the plans of the Port Au- 
thority,’ Chairman Silzer said after 
the conference with Governor Smith. 
“‘We went over the matter at con- 
siderable detail tonight. Further than 
that I am unwilling to discuss the 
situation.”’ 

It was learned later that Commis- 
sioner Silzer told the,Governor that 
the passage of the two bills would un- 
doubtedly retard construction of the 
bridge, but as long as New Jersey 
had. passed legislation it was only fit- 
ting that New York should do the 
same, as New Jersey, having taken 
action, failure of New York to do so, 
the Governor was told, could not re- 
lieve the situation. 

The Governor had feared that making 
the plans of the Port Authority sub- 
ject to Gubernatorial veto might affect 
adversely the future market for Port 
Authority bonds and for that reason 
cripple the Port Authority in its future 
activities. There is reason to believe 
that the Governor was informed this 
evening that any harm that could 
come in that direction had already 
been done by the action of New Jer- 
sey and approval of the bill before 
him could not vitally affect the sit- 
uation. 

It would appear that matters affect- 
ing contracts and specifications, de- 
spite the passage of the two bills, will 
be beyond the control of the two Gov- 
ernors. The act under which the pros- 
pective $50,000,000 span across the Hud- 
son‘is to be constructed vests full au- 
thority on that point with the Port 
Authority. At least that is what the 
Port Authority Commissioners think. 

No decision has been reached by the 
Port Authority on this matter. Bids 
will -be asked for both eye-bar and 
steel wire construction. If the bids 
show a wide margin of difference in 
the cost, the cheapest plan will be 
adopted. If the margin of difference 
should be close, it. would be a matter 
for further consideration, it was said 
tonight,

MEXICO FOILS PLOT 





Arrests Five for Conspiracy to 
Hold A. E. Watts, Sinclair Vice 
President, for $100,000. 





GENERAL CORDOVA SEIZED 





Secret Service Chief Nips Pian by 
Having Detective Installed as 
Kidnapping Car Driver.

MEXICO CITY, April 6.—A plot to 
kidnap Albert Edward Watts, Vice 
President of the Sinclair Consolidated 
Oil Corporation and Mexico City head 
of the Mexican Sinclair, Petroleum Cor- 

ration, has been thwarted by the po- 
ce and five men accused of com- 
plicity in the cons have been ar- 
rested. One of the quintet is former 
General Frederico Cordoba, who is ac- 
cused of being the leader of the band. 

A good deal of mystery surrounds 
the conspiracy and it is said in some 

quarters that oil interests hostile to 
the Sinclair Company were behind it. 

Mr. Watts left yesterday for the 
United States. 

The Sinclair Company has been en- 
gaged recently in a legal battle with 
several claimants to a portion of the 
Tantatoro oil land in’ the State of 
Tamaulipas. Last week the Supreme 
Court handed down a decision giving 
the Sinclair Company a permanent 
amparo on the land. Cordova had an 
interest in the Tantatoro field. At one 
time he headed the civil guards in that 
fegion. 


Watts Informed of the Pilot. 


Just before Mr. Watts and an asso- 
ciate were to leave the Hotel Regis 
late Monday night to take a train for 


Laredo, Luis Lara Robello, Chief of the 
Secret Service of Mexico, arrived at 
the hotel and asked Mr. Watts to post- 
pone his trip, as the police had word 
of a plot to kidnap him and hold him 
for $100,000 ransom. The kidnapping 
was to take place in Mexico City 
through the use of forged credentials 
of the Police Department. 

The plotters, according to the Chief 
of the Secret Service, had at. first 
planned to wait for Mr. Watts in the 
town of San Angel at the extreme end 
of the Federal District or to capture 
him when he visited the Country Club 
near Churubasco. 

According to the Secret Service 
Chief’s version of the affair, an auto- 
mobile had been engaged and the plot- 
ters were carefully shadowing Mr. 
Watts. When the police got their first 
tip they sent agents and mounted po- 
lice to the Cuernavaca Road with 
orders to search every passing motor 
car. The agents worked for three 
days, stopping every automobile, but 
the plotters failed to appear. Every 
agent had received a close description 
of Mr. Watts and orders to return him 
to Mexico City no matter with whom 
he was traveling. 

Chief Robelo, meanwhile, was inves- 
tigating in Mexico City. There he 
learned that the plotters had changed 
their plans and were waiting to meet 
Mr. Watts on the main street near a 
restaurant where he usually ate break- 
fast. Robelo then succeeded in having 
a detective appointed as driver of the 
automobile which the. plotters had 
rented’ from a local garage and which 
they were using to shadow Mr. Watts. 

The driver reported to the chief on 
Monday morning that the plotters: 
headed by Cordova, who was respon- 
sible for the kidnapping, in 1919, of 
William O. Jenkins, American Con- 
sular Agent at Pueblo, were becom- 
ing desperate. The chief decided to 
make a quick move and ordered the 
arrest of the plotters. They were 
were seized Monday night a few min- 
utes before Mr. Watts was to leave 
his hotel for the train. 

The five men were taken to jail 
where they were examined early Tues- 
day morning. Four of. the prisoners, 
Serafin Corrales Campos, Clemente 
Trinidad Ramos, Margarito Porras and 
Julian Portillo, after a severe grilling 
confessed, naming Cordova as the in- 
stigator of the plot. 


Cordova at First Denies. 


Cordova at first denied any knowl- 
edge of the conspiracy, but when con- 
fronted by the others he admitted 
knowing them and stated that Portillo 
had visited his home, told him that 
he (Portillo) had been approached on 
taking a hand in the plot and asked 
his advice. 

“It is dangerous. This is men’s 
work, not boys’,”’ Cordova said he told 
Portillo. 

Portillo denied this and asserted that 
Cordova was the leader in the plot. 
The latter, according to the police, 
then made a complete confession but 
refused to give the name of the real 
authors of the conspiracy. 

The five prisoners are being held on 
the charge of. conspiracy. It is. be- 
lieved the Government takes the view 
that the plot was framed with the 
intention of causing difficulties with 
the United States which might prove 
serious for the Calles Administration, 
in: view of the existing dispute be- 
tween the two countries over the new 
Mexican petroleum and alien land 
laws. 

The authorities are .much stirred 
over: the affair. Officials express the 
belief that certain interests are trying 
in every way possible to force a break 
between the United: States and Mexico 
by attempts against Americans which 
would give enemies of Mexico in the 
United States an opportunity to charge 
that Americans are not protected and 
that their lives are in danger here. 

They point to the whole series of 
incidents in recent months which could 
have caused further difficulties with 
the United: States. There was the kid- 
napping and murder last September 
of Jacob Rosenthal of Woodmere, 
L. I., on the Cuernavaca Road, then 
charges that Mexico was working in 
Nicaragua against American interests, 
the forged diplomatic documents and 
last week the kidnapping and Bd 
of another American, Edgar M “Wil- 
kins, near Guadalajara. ' 

Officials regard the plot against Mr. 
Watts as most serious. Mr. Watts 
is a high official of the Sinclair Com- 
pany, which, although generally be- 
lieved to be friendly to Mexico, has 
failed to comply with the new oil eee 
lations. Had. he been kidnapped. and 
killed, it is regarded as certain that 
the crime would have had a tremen- 
dous effect on the relations between 
Mexico and the United States. 

Cordova, alleged leader of the band, 
it is reported tonight, has been turned 
over to the prosecuting attorney for 


investigation. Many friends of the 
prisoner, inclu prominent civilians 
and military ficials, have tele- 


graphed to President Calles requésting | ® 
a fair trial for him. They say that 
there is a great deal of mystery about 
the plot.

Socialist Organs Denounce Courts’ 
Action—Swiss Guard American

BOSTON, April 6 ().—Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, whose case 
has .iracted international attention, 
will hear the sentence of death by 
electrocution pronounced upon them 
Saturday at 10 A. M., unless their 
counsel in the intervening hours can 
find some further recourse to avert 
the penalty which has been hanging 
over them ‘since they were convicted 
of murder in 1921, 

Judge Webster Thayer, the trial Jus- 
tice, agreed today to hold a special 
session of the Superior Court in Ded- 
ham for that purpose. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Dudley P. Ranney to- 
night said the only thing which would 
prevent the pronouncement would be 
some move by the defense, of which 
nc hint had been given, 

The rejection yesterday by the full 
bench of the Supreme Court of the ex- 
ceptions taken by the defense to the 
refusal of a new trial for the admitted 
radicals who were convicted of the 
murders of a paymaster and his guard 
in Braintree has exhausted all re- 
course in the State courts. Conjec- 
tures have been made as to the pos- 
sibility of taking the case into the 
United States courts or of appeal for 
Executive clemency to Governor Alvan 
T. Fuller. 

Because of the violence done by sym- 
pathizers of the two men in the past, 
State and municipal! police forces have 
strengthened their guard at a dozen 
points, such as the State House, Court 
House and residences of Judges, al- 
though all joined in declaring that no 
disturbance was expected. 

A large number of the battles of the 
seven years’ war to save the men 
whose defenders have asserted that 
they were railroaded because of their 
known radical beliefs have been fought 
in the ancient and beautiful suburb of 
Dedham, 10 miles from Boston, but in 
the adjoining County of Norfolk. The 
original trial and the arguments on 
pleas tor a new trial took place there. 
Sacco is in the county jail in Dedham 
now, only a few blocks of residential 
streets from the Court House where 
the one possible sentence is to be pro- 
nounced. Vanzetti, who is serving a 
term for robbery, is in the State prison 
in Charlestown, 12 miles away. 

Vanzetti today was transferred from 
his cell to another cell in what is known 
as the Cherry Hill section of the 
prison. -Warden William Hendry ex- 
plained that this was done to protect 
him from the unwelcome attentions of 
the curious who visit the prison. 

The prisoner, who showed no depres- 
sion on learning of the Supreme Court 
decision, remarked when informed of 
the change of cells: 

“I have no complaint to offer. I 
am thankful to’ the warden for the 
kindnesses he has shown me since I 
have been here.”’

THRILLS BOSTON DINERS 


French Envoy Stirs Legionaires 
to Wild Enthusiasm With Toast 
to Twin Republics.

BOSTON, April 6—Some of that 
spiritual feeling which carried America 
into her greatest adventure ten years 
ago entered into the hearts of nearly 
two thousand men and women at the 
big moment of the American Legion 
dinner at the Hotel Statler tonight. 

Paul Claudel, poet, author and Am- 
bassador from the Republic of France, 
had just concluded his first public 
speech since he took up his new duties. 
This was his final sentence: 

“I raise my heart to the everlasting 
friendship. and comradeship of the twin 
republics and of the twin democracies, 
to the everlasting friendship and com- 
radeship of America and France.’’ 

As he finished a great roar welled up 
from the men and women massed on 
the ‘ballroom floor. Women stood on 


chairs and waved their handkerchiefs. | 


Men abandoned the perfunctory hand- 
claps to raise their arms and cup their 
lips that their cheers and their cries of 
“Vive la France!” would thunder 
about the ears of the distinguished vis- 
itor. Men and women at the head 
table left their places to crowd about 
the Ambassador and shake his hand.

band struck up the Marsellaise. As 
suddenly as it began, the uproar sub- 
sided. Strong and unchallenged, the 
stirring strains of the French national 
anthem rolled out across the hall.

by F. C. Tomlinson, The motion asks 
that a resident of Summit County be 
appointed to serve in Mr. Dillon’s 
place. The attorneys are expected to 
end the taking of depositions in New 
York this week or next. Common 


be requested to hear the motion at 
once. 

Rumors of a settlement of the fight 
for Goodyear have arisen in New York, 
but no confirmation of this can be ob- 
tained here. The attorney for Mr. Tom- 
linson and his associates said they ex- 
pected: to push the fight to a success- 
ful conclusion. 

Counsel for Mr. Dillon plan to ask 
another hearing on their motion to 
quash service on him as President of 
Dillon, Read & Co., it is learned. Argu- 
ments on the question were heard in 
the Summit County Common Pleas 
Court several weeks ago, Judge Ken- 
field. reserving decision. Judge Ken- 
field had held previously that service 
on Mr. Dillon as an individual was 
valid. In both instances it was con- 
tended that he is not a resident of 
Ohio and that neither he nor his firm 
does business in this State. 

Attorneys for the defense have been 
seeking to prevent Mr. Dillon from ap- 
pearing in the Summit County courts 
as a defendant in the suit of Mr. Tom- 
linson and others against the Goodyear 
Company, John Sherwin of Cleveland 
Mr. Dillon and Dillon, Read & Co. 
The stockholders seek the removal of 
Mr. Dillon and Mr. Sherwin as manage- 
ment stock trustees and demand an 
accounting and damages of more than 
$15,000,000. The mass of testimony ac- 
cumulated during the taking of deposi- 
tions in Akron, Cleveland and New 
York is intended to be used in the trial 
of this suit. 


GOODYEAR GOOD-WILL RAISED. 


Increased From $1 to $12,500,000 to 
Give Stock Value, Says Witness. 


The Goodyear Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany came close to bankruptcy early 
in 1921 ‘because of lack of prudent 
financing, in the opinion of George O. 
May, senior member of the accounting 


firm of Price, Waterhouse & Co. 
Mr. May, who audited Goodyear’s 
books, testified for the second day yes- 
terday in the stockholders’ lawsuit 
against Clarence Dillion, John Sherwin 
and Dillon, Read & Co., depositions in 
which are being taken at the New 
York County Lewyers’ Association of- 
fices, 165 Broadway. 
If the Goodyear company had falled 
to adopt the Dillon plan of reorgani- 
zation, said Mr. May, a receivership 
would have been inevitable. It was 
“splendidly equipped’’ for manufactur- 
ing and selling, but it lacked the 
proper centralized control over its 
bookkeeping, purchasing and general 
firance. 
Mr, May told how Goodyear’s ‘‘good 
will” had been increased from $1 on its 
balance sheet as of Oct. 31, 1920, to 
$12,500,000 on the balance sheet for 
Feb. 28, 1921, which gave effect in 
advance to the terms of the refinanc- 
ing which was to take place in May. 
This $12,500,000 included a personal 
debt of approximately $4,000,000 owed 
to the company by Frank A. Seiber- 
ling, its President. Rag May explained 
that the increase in ‘‘good will’’ had 
been necessary to give the common 
stock of the reorganized company even 
a nominal value of one dollar a share, 
The witness defended the refusal of 
Goodyear’s directors to buy the com- 
pees * debentures in November, 1921, 
to buy the entire $30,000,000 of 
prior preference stock from Dillon, 
ad & Co. in January, 1923.

nstea f to combat it. ‘The 
speaker said the Swedish-American 
combine has several large factories in 
the Reich. Amid violent protests from 
the Right, the Socialists charged that 
the Nationalist Deputy Behrens, who 
a ney the bill, formerly sat in the 
Board Directors of one of the 
trust’s Ceokae plants. In committee, 
Heinig asserted, Behrens strenuously 
advocated the measure, posing as an 
expert. 

The charges created a sensation but 
Behrens failed to defend himself. When 
a vote was ordered two-thirds of the 
members of the Government parties 
had left their seats and the coalition 
went down to defeat. 





Match Trust’s Offer to France. 


PARIS, April 6 (4).—Premier Poin- 
caré is threatened with the loss of 
about $80,000,000 offered to the French 
Government by a Swedish-American 
group for the match monopoly of 
France. The Finance Commission of 
the Chamber of Deputies debated the 
offer today and then voted to a 20-to- 
20 tie on the question of accepting it. 
The matter will be taken before the 
Chamber. 

The foreign syndicate’s offer prom- 
ises revenues to the French Govern- 
ment far above what it now receives 
from the match factories. The syndi- 
cate also expects to lower the price 
to the public. 

Today’s tie vote in the committee, 
was the first reverse which Premier 
Poincaré has sustained in several 
months. After the vote, however, he 
said that he had no intention of mak- 
ing the match offer a question of con- 
fidence. 

The privilege of retailing maches 
and tobacco now is granted by the 
Government to widows of offieers of 
the army and navy or others who are 
considered worthy of pensions.

During this period exports, which were practically non-existent at the close of the war, have increased from 
686,845,040 dinars in 1919 to 7,818,180,094 dinars in 1926 while in the same period imports have grown 
less than 160% from 2,982,067,278 to 7;631,779,276 dinars. A favorable balance of trade was achieved in 
1924 and has been maintained in each succeeding year. 

CURRENCY: Since early in 1925, the quotation of the dinar has remained stable at about 1.76 cents while 
the amount of currency in circulation has fluctuated since 1923 in accordance with seasonal variations in “” 
trade. The reserves of the National Bank consisting of gold and silver in the Bank 
holdings of foreign currencies on a gold basis amounted as of December 31, 1926, to 25.7% of the value of 
the Notes in circulation converted to a gold basis at the current rate of exchange.

High-Grade Industrials Are Active 
—Continued Easy Money Rates 
Ald. the Investing Public. 





Trading in bonds was on a smaller 
scale yesterday, but there was no 
change from the strong tone that has 
prevailed recently. The average price 
of forty domestic bonds, on a small 
advance, reached its highest. in four- 
teen years, following the establishment 
of successive high records on several 


days in the last week. High-grade 
railroad bonds continued in the chief 
leadership of the market.. 

Among the my forward strides 
taken in railroad mds the feature 
was the rise of- the 4 per cent. general 
mortgage bonds of the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe to 97, the highest 
int in twenty years. In 1920 these 
nds sold as low as 60, indicating a 
yield of 4.80, # and at 97 the yield is 4% 
The Atchison general 4s are regarded 
men and others as amo’ 
the leaders of the rail bond field. 
Many issues in the same class 
are not much further from a 4 per 
cent basis, which represents a large 
gain over the prices of a year and re- 
flects the increasing amount of invest- 
ment funds going into railroad se- 
curities. 

Buying took place throughout a long 
list of railroad issues, including such 
standard roads as Union Pacific, 
Pensylvania, Louisville & Nashville, 
Illinois Central and Burlington. The 
St. Paul issues were firm, register- 
ing gains of from % to 1 point. Erie 
convertible 4s, series D, were again 
heavily traded in, closing at a net ad- 
vance of more than 2 points, and there 
was a large turnover of Denver & Rio 
Grande Western 5s at higher prices. 
High grade industrial issues also 
came in for good buying. United States 
Steel 5s gained % of a point, while 
Westinghouse 5s equaled their former 
high record of 103, and New York Edi- 
son 6448 were accumulated at firm 
prices, The general list of foreign 
bonds was steady, but the trading was 
not heavy. United States Government 
bonds were inactive but steady. 
Continued easy money rates con- 
tributed toward the favorable senti- 
ment on the part of the investing pub- 
lic. Large new issues are approach- 
ing the market at high prices result- 
ing from competition among under- 
writing houses, but this has not in- 
terfered with the active demand for 
the issues already listed. 


FLORIDA BONDS MAY GO 
TO DILLON, READ & CO. 


Governor Martin Confers With 
Banking House on Issue 
for Everglades. 








Dillon, Read & Co. is the banking 
house with which Governor Martin of 
Florida has been discussing financing 
for the drainage and reclamation of 
the Evergiades, it was learned yester- 
day. At the bankers’ offices it was 
said it was probable that loans totaling 
from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 would be 
arranged, but that the operation would 
not be complete for some time, as 
engineering surveys and_ technical 
preparations were necessary. 

The project covers the Everglades 
Drainage District, which is supervised 
by a commission of which State offi- 
cials are ex officio members. More 
than $11,000,000 already has been fur- 
nished for the work through bond 
issues floated by Spitzer, Rorick & Co.

RECORD REALTY FINANCING. 


Mortgage Issues In Quarter Five 
Times Larger Than In All of 1921. 

The demand,.for urban real estate 
securities has been phenomenal during 
the first quarter of 1927, according to 
the Building Economic Research Bu- 
reau, and the volume of new first 
mortgage bond issues in the United 
States for this period was by far the 
largest in history, totaling about $249,- 
153,000. Realty offerings exceed those 
of the first quarter of 1926 by $53,534,- 
000, a gain of about 27 per cent., and is 
fivé times larger than the total amount 


of 1921. 

About 40 per cent., or $100,113,500 of 
the realty financing in the country was 
on properties in the New York metro- 
politan area. Chicago was second with 
$50,847,000. 

The total issues numbered 363 secured 
by properties in more than forty cities, 
as follows: apartments, $96,086,500; of- 
fice buildings, $77,846,000; theatres, 
$21,848,000; hotels, $21,912,500; clubs, 
churches, hospitals and similar struc- 
tures, $6,190,000, and miscellaneous 
semi-commercial buildings, $25,153,000.

The State of New South Wales, Aus- 
tralia, which floated a $25,000,000 loan 
in this market two months ago, is ar- 
ranging for another bond isstie of 
$25,000,000 here. While it is expected 
that the group headed ot the Equita- 
ble Trust Company, which brought out 
the previous issue, will have the han- 
dling of the new loan, conversations 
have been held with other banking 
houses and other bids may be received. 
Definite announcement of the new 
loan is probable within ten days. 


W. J. McKell, Under Treasurer of |. 


New South Wales, sailed recently for 
London to consult Nevinson & Co., 
the State’s fiscal agents,. but this will 
have no bearing on the placing of 
the new loan in New York. The sup- 
ply of capital in London is limited, 
and American bankers have been con- 
sistently biddin, ng higher than the Brit- 
ish for colonial loans. In.the case 
of the last New South Wales loan 
there was a difference of two points 
between the prices offered. Nevinson 
& Co. are the intermediaries through 
whom most colonial financing in Lon- 
don is contracted, and it is customary 
to confer with them before making 
foreign loan commitments. 

The loan floated in February was 
brought out by a group made up of 
the Equitable Trust Company, Harris, 
Forbes. & Co., the First National Cor- 
poration of Boston and Estabrook & 
Co. Bearing a 5 per cent. coupon, 
the bonds were priced to investors at 
96%, to yield about 5.25 per cent. The 
loan was an instant success. New 
South Wales hopes to arrange the new 
loan on a basis that will yield it a 
price of 94 after the underwriting ex- 
penses. It is understood that it re- 
ceived slightly more than 93 for the 
last loan. 

The budget of New South Wales 
calls for a total of $50,000,000 of new 
financing, of which the recent loan 
represented the first half. On his 
visit to New York Mr. McKell is un- 
derstood to have arranged the remain- 
der of the financing, and formal an- 
nouncement now only awaits final 
conferences in London. The February 
financing was the first time that the 
State had turned from London and 
borrowed in the United States. These 
borrowings are going largely into pro- 
ductive enterprises, mostly public 
works. The State has large holdings 
in railroads and other properties 
which are being developed.

Hawley 
and Treadway, and Senator Jones of 
New Mexico, represented the Joint 
Commntittee at. the meeting, which was 
attended by George. W.. Morris.of the 
American Bar. Association, Dr. Thomas 
Walker Pake of the Institute of Hco- 
nomics, Magnus Alexander of the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board, 
and John J. O’Connor and Blaine F. 
Moore of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Meeting with the committee were 
Acting Secretary of the Treasury 
Mills, C..R. -Nash and E. C. Alford 
of the Treasury staff; Frederick F. 
Lee, legislative counsel of the Senate; 
H. N: Beaman, legislative counsel of 
the House; Charles D. Hamel, legal 
counsel. and Chief of the Division of 
Simplification; P. H. McDermott, his 
assistant; L. H. Parker of the Division 
of Simplification, and Bryant 
Brown, Secretary .of .the Joint Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Green proposed the creation of 
board, named from the 
representatives of the organizations 
present, together with other individuals 
he might designate. He also suggested 
that. a .general invitation be sent to 
associations and individuals interested 
in the work of the committee to make 
recommendations from time to time. 
Messrs. Mills, Treadway, Hamel and 
others agreed on the necessity for an 
advisory committee. the general opin- 
ion being that it should be limited to 
comparatively few members. The or- 
ganization representatives present ex-~ 
pressed an earnest desire to cooperate. 
No meetings of the Advisory Board 
were scheduled, and it was expected 
that the members would carry on their 
work chiefly through correspondence. 
“It was understood,’”’ Mr, Green said 
after the meeting, “that the Joint 
Committee would carry on its work 
entirely separate from that of the 
Ways and Means Committee, and that 
it was not probable that. it would be 
able to have its work completed when 
the Ways and Means Committee took 
up its work of the révision of the 
Revenue law next Fall; but that it 
would require much more time. It was 
expected, however, that the Joint Com- 
mittee ‘would be able to make a partial 
report or reports to the Ways and 
Means Committee in time to be of use 
for its work.”

_ Warned in Balletin Issued by 
State Superintendent. 


Complaints that fire and marine a’ 
surance companies are issuing marine 
‘or floater «policies covering merchan- 
dise and other property against fire 
and other risks have been made to 
James A. Beha, State Superintendent 
of Insurance. It is asserted that these 
policies generally are issued to con- 
cerns operating chain stores or plants 
in different locations. As a result Mr. 
Beha has issued a bulletin calling at- 
tention to the New York Insurance 
scl Bd ig prohibits any fire insurance 

from issuing a policy on 
property in this State upon other than 
he standard form. 

“A marine company whose charter 
does not permit it to write the fire 
insurance business,” said Mr. Beha. 
“cannot legally issue a standard fire 
policy covering a fire hazard, nor can 

legally issue any other form of 
policy covering the fire hazard by the 
illegitimate device of including other 
hazards in the policy or forms attached 
thereto. 

“Section 141 of the Insurance law 
prohibits an insurance company from 
discriminating unfairly between risks

“Reduced Slightly, but No 
Change in Schedules. 





PRICES STILL IRREGULAR 





Few Additlonal Economies From 


Manufacturing Expected—Coal 
Strike Without Effect. 





Both of the standard weekly iron 
tnd steel trade journals report a situ- 
ation full of promise as the new quar- 
ter opens, together ‘with a moderate 
and seasonal let-down in the rate of 
production, as in the last three years. 
Neither records any effects from the 
coal strike and each finds prices ir- 


regular. 

“April in steel gives promise of con- 
tinued heavy operations, chiefly on 
the momentum of March business,” 
Iron Age says. “New buying and 
specifications 3 let down moder- 
ately in the past week, but only a few 
companies have as yet revised steel 
rag J schedules, and these represent 
less than a 5 per cent. reduction, 

“Bars, plates and shapes are not 
noticeably firmer, irregularities _ still 
obtain in sheets and in cold finished 
bars, and while higher prices obtain 
on bolts, nuts and rivéts, they are 
accepted on contracts on which speci- 
fications will come later. What the 
steel makers are facing is the virtual 
end of realizing further economies of 
manufacture, and leaders among them 
express the hope of a wider recogni- 
tion that selling prices are now prac- 
tically.the sole measure of profits.’’ 

The Iron Trade Review says that 
“no major threat to this [March’s] 
high rate of production haz appeared. 
Colorless iron and steel markets the 
past week were characteristic of the 
early days of a new quarter. The 

shri: e in stee g bears 

the seasonal trend of the past 
three years. Some March production 
were made, as usual, at the 
expense of April specifications, and a 
sequel is the slight easing up. Steel 
Corporation subsidiaries are down two 
points from their recent capacity rate, 
and for the entire industry the steel- 
rate of 90.91 per cent. is apt. 

“At this time the bituminous coal 
strike is an negligible market factor.” 

The Iron Trade Review's composite 
price on fourteen leading iron and 
steel products this week is $35.81, 
against $36.89 last week and $36.87 the 
previous week. 

The Iron Age pig iron composite 
price advanced to $19.21 from $19.13 
last week and a low of $18.96 a month 
ago. The finished steel composite 
price remained at 2.367 cents a pound 
for the seventh week. 


LARGE INCREASE IN 
MARCH IRON OUTPUT 


Production of pig iron in March, as 
stated yesterday by The Iron Age, was 
at a rate exceeded only in one month 
last year. Output was 3,483,362 tons, 


or 112,366 tons per day, comparing 
with 2,940,679 tons in February, or 105,- 
024 tons a day. The highest daily aver- 
ave. in 1926 was 115,004 tons in April. 
‘vhe percentage increase in the daily 
make, practically 7 per cent., is as- 
umed to reflect a very high steel 
inyot production. 

On April .1 there were active 223 
furnaces of thé total available number 
of 364, and they were making iron at 
a daily rate of 113,435 tons. There was 
a net gain of six stacks in the month.

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5,000 Tons Required for Viaduct 
on Riverside Drive—Additional 
Quantities for Subways. 


Contractors’ bids will be taken on 
April 15 for approximately 5,000 tons 
of structural steel for a municipal via- 
duct on Riverside Drive from 155th to 


161st Street, as a first step in an ex- 
tensive west side improvement which, 
it is estimated, will require more than 
200,000 tons. 

Other work in the city includes the 
Fulton Street tunnel under the East 
River, which will. take 56,000 tons of 
cast segments, 9,000 tons of riveted 
steel and structural shapes, 900 tons 
of cast steel tunnel linings, 2,000. tons 
of bolts, nuts and other articles and 
several hundred tons of castiron pipe. 

The city will take bids from con- 
tractors on May 6 for approximately 
9,000 tons of subway work, Section 1, 
Route 101. 

The Building Department is now 
considering .plans for a 110-story Lar- 
kin Building in West Forty-second 
Street, which will take 40,000 tons of 
steel. Many obstacles and consider- 
able opposition because of the height 
have been encountered. 

The Hedden Iron Construction Com- 
pany has taken an order for 1,400 tons 
for a service station for the New 
York Edison Company in the Bronx. 

A contract for 1,250 tons for the 
Federal Reserve Bank Building of Bal- 
timore went to the Lehigh Structural 
Steel Company. 

Bridge work in the last week in- 
cluded 400 tons for the Florida Bast 
Coast Railroad, awarded to an un- 
named fabricator; 200 tons for the 
Bangor & Aroostook, also to an un- 
named maker, and 150 tons for the 
Erie Railroad, to the American Bridge 
Company. Inquiries include 1,000 tons 
in two lots for the Southern Railway, 
600 tons for the Boston & Maine, 150 
tons for the New York Central and 150 
tons for the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey.

One company increased a dividend 
rate yesterday, two companies ini- 
tiated dividends and another decreased 
its rate. 

The Outlet Company put its common 
stock on a $4 annual basis by declar- 
ing a quarterly dividend of $1 as well 
as the regular quarterly dividends of 
$1.75 on first preferred and $1.50 on 
second preferred.

The West Penn Electric Company 
declared an initial quarterly dividend 
of $1.50 on 6 per cent. preferred stock 
besides the regular quarterly dividend 
of $1.75 on 7 per cent. preferred stock. 

With the approval by stockholders 
the directors of Dome Mines, Ltd., re- 
duced the dividend on common stock 
from 50 cents to 25 cents quarterly. 
Reports that such action would be 
taken had been current. Production 
of the mines in March was $324,263, 
against $314,910 in February and 
$344,933 in March, 1926.

WOOL INDUSTRY IS FIRST 





Report Shows That While Produc- 
tion Increased the Number of 
Wage Earners Decreased.

WASHINGTON, April 6—The ag- 
gregate value of the products of Amer- 

,ican manufacturing establishments at 
factory prices in 1925 was $62,705,- 
714,000, compared with $60,258,470,000 in 
1923, $43,427,224,000 in 1921 and $61,125,- 
000,000 in 1919, the Department of Com- 
nrerce, announced today in a sum- 
marizationo f data collected at the bi- 
ennial census of manufactures taken 
in 1926. It showed that the wool indus- 
try stood first in value of products, 
even ahead of iron and steel, which 
ranked third, and that textile prod- 
ucts stood second, the printing and 
paper industry fourth and transpor- 
tation equipment for air, land and 
water, fifth. 

The 1925 total represents increases of 
4.1 per cent. over 1923 and 1.6 per cent. 
over 1919. The rate of increase from 
1921 to 1925, 44.4 per cent. was ab- 
normal, and not as a measure of 
growth, but as indicating the extent 
of the industrial depression of 1921 and 
the completeness of the subsequent re- 
covery. 

The rate of increase in the actual 
quantity of production in 1925 as com- 

ared with 1919 would be considerably 

igher than the rate based on values, 
for the reason that the wholesale 
prices of manufactured commodities 
were, on the average, materially lower 
in 1925 than in 1919, the department 
said. 

The figures given out today covered 
manufacturing establishments whose 
output during the year was valued at 
$5,000 or more. The elimination of 
data for the smaller establishments 
had only a slight effect on the totals.

Output More, Employment Less. 
Cutstanding features of the report 
was the increase in production, the de- 


crease in the employment of wage 


earners and the increase in horse- 
power, as compared with both 1923 and 
1919. 


The average number of wage earners 
employed in 1925 was smaller by 4.4 
per cent. than the corresponding aver- 
age for 1923 and was 6.7 per cent. be- 
low that for 1919. Despite this de- 
crease in wage-earner employment, 
production increased, and this increase 
Was accompanied by a considerable in- 
crease in horsepower over 1923 and a 
pronounced increase over 1919, the 
rates for the two periods being 8.1 per 
cent. and 22 per cent. respectively. 

The number of establishments cov- 
ered was 187,386 in 1925, compared with 
195,580 in 1923, 195,555 in 1921 and 213,- 
631 in 1919. 

The average number of wage earners 
‘was 8,383,781 in 1925, 8,768,491 in 1923, 
6,937,688 in 1921 and 8,989,536 in 1919. 

The wages paid were $10,729,469,000 
in 1925, compared with $10,999,282,000 
in 1923, $8,192,952,000 in 1921 and $10,- 
452,586,000 in 1919. 

The horsepower was 35,735,000 in 
1925 compared with 33,056,870 in 1923 
and 29,297,963 in 1919. The horsepower 
used in 1921 was not called for by the 
department. 


M’KEE POINTS A WAY 
TO HOUSING RELIEF 


Use Existing Endowment Funds 
Rather Than Seek Manicipal 
Aid, He Recommends. 





The housing problem can be solved 
more readily through existing philan- 
thropic, educational and religious en- 
dowment funds than through municipal 
relief, according to Joseph V. McKee, 
President. of the Board of Aldermen, 
who spoke at the second annual din- 


ner of the stockholders cf the City 
Housing Corporation, a limited divi- 
dend corporation, at the Hote] Bilt- 
more last night. He said such funds 
could be used without in the slightest 
endangering the various endowments. 

“I am firmly convinced,’ declared 
Mr. McKee, “‘that there is no more 
direct and certain solution to this most 
vexing problem than the use, in some 
measure, of these various endowment 
funds. I note in Mr. Bing's report that 
ths stupendous sum of three and a 
half billion dollars is represented in 
such endowment funds as the Rocke- 
feller, Carnegie, Harkness and similar 
foundations, 

“The delay necessary in bringing 
some measure of municipal aid to this 
problem, the red tape that is almost 
part of our system of government, are 
obstacles that must be apparent to 
every one who has given the housing 
subject the slightest thought. 

‘‘What would be more fitting than 
that these vast funds, created and 
perpetuated upon the highest ideals, 
be used as an agency of relief, since 
obviously they would serve the very 
persons whose aid their great benefac- 
tors had in mind. Can you not picture 
the immense good that would flow 
from the use of only a small portion of 
these foundations?’ 

The City Housing Corporation, of 
which Alexander M. Bing is President, 
has built model apartments for 1,000 
families. 

Mr. Bing, wno also spoke, estimated 
that it would take another year to 
complete Sunnyside Gardens, a devel- 
opment of the corporation, in Queens, 
and that the total investment would

‘ON AMERICAN TARIFF 


| British. Economist. Says Europe 
Faces Serious Situation Because 
of Our Trade Barriers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Sir George 
Paish, British economist and publisher, 
told President Coolidge today that ul- 
timately there will be a serious eco- 
nomic breakdown in Europe unless the 
United States removes its tariff bar- 
rier or otherwise makes it possible for 
more foreign goods to be sold in this 








country. 

The chief object of Sir George’s call 
at the White House was to present to 
the President a copy of his coming 
book, which will depict the world eco- 
nomic situation. 

After seeing the President, Sir George 
said that European countries were sut- 
fering economically because of their in- 
ability to dispose of a sufficient quan- 
tity of their products in the United 
States. He said that Great Britain 
bought five times as much from the 
United States as this coun bought 
from Great Britain, a condition espe- 
cially unfavorable, he asserted, in view 
of the British obligation to pay its war 
debt to America. 

Not only did Europe need a favorable 
readjustment of the American tariff, 
said Sir George, but the Allied debt 
settlements should undergo revision. 
In his opinion the Dawes plan should 
be revised because it has been shown 
that the reparation payments provided 
for in it were too high. 

Hopefulness was expressed by Sir 
George, however, that something con- 
structive will result from the interna- 
tional economic conference to assemble 
in Geneva next month. 


CARRINGTON TELLS 
OF HECTIC MARRIED LIFE 


Says Wife Swooned When He 
Found Letter to Her From 
His Brother. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, April 6.—Colonel Edward 
Codrington Carrington, called to the 
stand in Judge Rush’s court today 
as the fourth witness in his own di- 
vorce trial, outlined the tilts and tur- 
moils of his married life that began 
June 9, 1920, and ended, for all legal 
purposes, he explained, the morning of 
Sept. 3, 1924, when he said to his wife: 

“This apartment is too small for 
your mother and for me. You won’t 
live without your family. I won’t live 
with them.” 

Whereupon, as he recalled to Attor- 
ney Paulus F. B. Koenig.of his coun- 
sel, Mrs. Carrington had ordered him 
out, adding: 

“If you don’t take your clothes with 
you IT’ll throw them into the street. 
And if you come back you'll find an 
axe at one door and a gun at the 
other.”’ 

He left. 

At this time the Colonel said he had 
his suspicions of improper relations 
between his brother and his wife. Still 
later he had more serious suspicions 
but did not want to believe them. 
Pressed on this point by Attorney 
George Schein, chief counsel for Mrs. 
Carrington, he insisted that he tried 
not to believe what he thought he 
knew. 

Judge Rush cut off further argument 
with this reflection: 

“I believe that is often the psy- 
chology of a husband.”’ 

On July 19, 1923, at Lake Saranac, 
Colonel Carrington said, he came upon 
a letter to his wife in his brother’s 
handwriting. It called her darling, 
professed love and spoke jestingly of 
“‘Ned’”’ (the Colonel). Mrs. Carrington, 
he added, swooned and had to have 
a doctor’s attention when she learned 
that he had found it. 

Colonel Carrington will resume the 
stand for cross-examination tomorrow.

CREDITS ELECTRICITY 
IN BUILDING PROGRESS 


It Has Made Possible the Sky- 
scraper, Gerard Swope Tells 
the Building Congress. 








Electricity has made possible the 
skyscraper, according to Gerard Swope, 
President of the General Electric Com- 
pany, in an address made yesterday 
to the members of the New York 
Building Congress at its annual meet- 
ing held in the Hotel Commodore. 

It is difficult to picture the changes 
that have come about in the building 
industry due to the use of electric 
power, Mr. Srope told his hearers. 
‘‘Not so many years ago,” he said, 
“brick. and mortar were taken to the 
different floors on the back of human 
beings, but now the picturesque hod- 
carrier has disappeared and his place 
has been taken by the electric motor.”’ 

Mr. Swope called attention that 
through the use of electricity 64,000,000 
foot tons of material were raised on 
one large job in New York City. This 
means lifting 640,000 tons one hundred 
feet, a task which he said was almost 
impossible to do with any degree of 
efficiency through man power alone. 

Electric welding, according to Mr. 
Swope, is at present disputing the field 
of skyscraper construction with the 


no: air hammers of. the~_ riveters. 
“While this is still in the experimental 
stage,”” he pointed out, ‘‘some build- 
ings have already. been erected where 
this method was employed. 

“The advantages are a reduction in 
steel sizes, because of provision in 
strength that does not have to take 
into consideration holes’ for rivets, a 
reduction in cost and an almost total 
elimination of noise.” 

Previous to Mr. Swope’s address the 
members of the building congress held 
a short business meeting, at-which the
